For we hope the following account of that young 
Lady's ſad ſtory will not only entertain the Reader's 
curioſity, but convey a moſt excellent and neceſſary 
leſſon to every virtuous Fair one; every tender Hus- 
band, Parent and Brother, to every Britiſi Subject and 
true Proteſtant. Here they will ſee by what villainous 


and diabolical arts the Romifb Prieſts, but eſpecially 


the Jeſuits, uſurp and maintain an abſolute dominion 
over the Conſciences as well as the Perſons of their 


Devotees ; upon what principles they claim a privilege - 


for committing the moſt horrid crimes, and by what 
means they ſecure impunity ; here they will fee what

This Memorial was originally drawn up by that

evident Marks of his great Genius. On Account of 
the Author's Reputation, and the real Merit of the 
Performance, as well as the curious Nature of the 
Subject, there was ſo preſſing a demand for it at Paris, 
that it roſe to four Piſtoles before a new Edition could 
be worked off. 


For my own ſake and that of the Public, I hope I 


have not done him much itijuſtice in changing his

But perhaps it may not be unacceptable to ſome if J ; 
inſert here the plaineſt and ſhorteſt account I can of the 


Methods of proceeding according to the Laws of France 
in caſes of this Nature. EO 91253 
Pere ate in Frauce ſeveral Tribunals which are 
ſubordinate one to another, and have different degrees 
of Juriſdiction. That of the Biſhop's Court extends to 
Eccletiaſtical perſons only, and to cauſes in which they 


are Parties. No Court can take coguiſance of, or pro- 
ceed in any Criminal Cauſe, till an Information or Iu- 


dictment be firſt laid. If the Plaintiff in a Criminal 
Cauſe be a Lay-perſon, he being properly and directiy 
ſabje& to the King only, lays. his Information before 
the King's Criminal Judge; who, it the perſon accuſed 
be an Ecclefiaſtic, remits the Cauſe to the Chancellor 
of the Dioceſe, becauſe an Eccleſiaſtic is directly under 
dhe juriſdiction of the Biſhop's Court only. If the 

| + Chancellor 
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Chancellor finds the Ecclefiaſtic guilty of the Crimes 
laid to his charge, and they deſerve any corporal Pu- 
niſhment, he firſt degrades him and then delivers him 
up, as being now a Lay-man, to the Crimina! Judge. 
But if the Chancellor delays or refuſes doing Juſtice, a 
Remonſtranee may be made againſt him to the Criminal 
Judge, who being the King's Lieutenant-is to ſee that 
his Subjects ſuffer no injury from the Spiritual Court; 
and this they oall tenir acte an Lientenaus Criminel on 
deni de Fuſtice. If the Chancellor exceeds his Com- 
miſſion, if he pretends to exerciſe a power he has no 
right to, or acts contrary to the Rules of the Court 
whereof he is Judge, there lies an appeal, comme d' abus, 
i. e. againſt illegal proceedings, from the Biſhop's Court 
to the Parliament, which pronounces a definitive Sen- 
tence. Moreover, the King may at any time remove 
ſuch a Cauſe from the Biſhop's Court into the Parlia- 


mant, by virtue of an order of the Council of State, 
which is the Judge of all matters relating to the Juriſ- 


diction of Courts. 
If a perſon be accuſed of any trifling fault, ſuch as 
a quarrel or breach of the peace, c. as ſoon as a 
complaint is laid before the proper Court he is decrete 


d'un aſſigned, ordered to make his Defence on ſuch a 


day, either by himſelf or his Attorney; which if he 
fails to do he is only nonſuited. or perhaps caſt in da- 
mages and coſts; and that is all. But if the Crime of 
which he is accuſed be a more heinous one, and ſuch 
as deſerves puniſhment, then he is decret? d'ajourne- 
ment perſonel, ordered to appear on ſuch a day perſo- 
nally ; and if he does not, he is declared guilty of 
contumacy and taken into cuſtody. And if the Crime 
he is charg'd with be capital, then he is decret# de 
priſe de corps, or ordered to be ſeized and ſent to pri-

Now if we compare theſe Rules with Miſs Cadrere's 
uſage, we ſhall find it has been very hard. | 
The Chancellor of the Dioceſe came to her houſe, 
and illegally began a criminal Proceſs, before any in- 
formation, upon which it could be founded, was lodged. 
Upon this ſhe being a lay-perſon laid her complaint 
againſt Father Girard before the Criminal Judge, _ 
| calle 
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called in the Chancellor of the Biſhop's Court to join 
in the proſecution, the accuſed perſon being an Ecele- 
fiaſtic. The Cauſe remained long in the Biſhop's Court 
without any ſentence paſſed on either fide, which obliged 
Miſs Cadiere to give in three remonſtrances to the Cri- 
minal Judge againſt him. for El Juſtice; but 
without any redreſs. Mean while the King, by an order 
of Council, took this Affair out of the Biſhop's Court, and 
brought it before the Parliament, with power to try and 
decide finally. Whereupon the Parliament appointed two 
of their Members to go to Toulon, and carry on the Pro- 
ceſs. Accordingly they and the Attorney General, at 
whoſe inſtance in the Plaintiff's name, the Proceedings 


were now carried on, having examined a great number 


of witneſſes, by whom Father Girard's Guilt was evi- 
dently proved; nevertheleſs. ordered him only to be 
ſummoned to make his defence; and Miſs Cadiere with 
the Prior of the Carmelites and one of her Brothers to 
appear perſonally before the Parliament in a month 
thereafter; unleſs they choſe rather to anſwer before 
the two Commiſſioners the next day and the fol- 
lowing days. Father Girard, emboldened by the mild- 
neſs of the Order ifſued to him, anſwered immediately. 


But Miſs Cadiere, who had no ſuch Encouragement; 


was not in ſo great haſte. Yet, though they could not 
force her to anſwer till the day on which ſhe was or- 
dered to appear before the Parliament, without her own 
expreſs Conſent, and even her Requeſt, they went ne- 
vertheleſs to the Convent where ſhe was detained, and 
examined her. Her maid being in the intereſt of the Je- 
ſaits, had intoxicated her one day by making her drink a 
glaſs of wine faſting, and they taking this Advantage 
made her ſay what they pleaſed; fo that ſhe now denied 
all that ſhe had before depoſed. But when, they were juſt 
going to leave the Place, ſhe having recovered her liber- 
ty, ſolemnly and upon oath diſowned the retractation 
ſhe had been ſurprized into, and appealed to the Parlia- 
ment of Aix. 1. From the order of perſonal appearance 
iſſued againſt her by the Commiſſioners. 2. From all 
the reſt of their proceedings againſt her. 3. From the 
ſummons iſſued to Father Girard, praying he might be 
taken into Cuſtody. 4. From the Chancellor's illegal 
Proceedings againſt her. And over and above ſhe took 

out 
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out ® Royal Writ by which her retraQation was ſet afide. 
The Affair is now before the Parliament of Aix, and 


will probably be decided very ſoon; but how, no body 
can pretend to gueſs, while there is ſo much Juſtice on 


one fide, and ſo ſtrong an Intereſt on the other. 

If in this; Preface, or the following Piece, I have uſed 
any Law-terms with impropriety, the Gentlemen of the 
Robe are too palite. to cenſure ſach miſtakes. in one 
who has not the honour to be of the profeſſion, My 
aim was only to be intelligible; though in ſeveral Places 
I found the original difficult. enough to tranſlate, or in- 
deed to underſtand. .

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Miſs Cadiere in her depoſition pag. 32. ſays, that Chriſt 

told her, 955 fon amour Palloit crucifier avant que la Ju- 
ſtice la conſommar. The ambiguity of the exprefſion ſon 
amour, and of the article Paljo:# makes this paſſage very 
difficult. I think it is only to be explain'd by the opinion of 
the Roman Catholics, that our Saviour often beſtows up- 
on Saints ſuch Stigmas or Prints of his wounds as Miſs 
Cadiere had, in token of his Love to them; and that 
paſſage in Father Girard's anſwers, where he ſays, That 
{Miſs Cadiere having prayed God that the wounds on her 
hands might not appear, her prayer was granted; but that 
9 our Saviour made a ſlight pra ew on the 
back of each of her hands, in pledge of real Stigmas which 
he promiſed to imprint on ber hands before ſhe died. For 
which reaſon I have rendered the above paſlage thus ; 
that his Love [for her] would cracify ber | or beſtow Stig- 
mas upon her] before Righteouſneſs bad made her perfect. 
But I have not room to take notice. of any more. 

If there are ſeveral difficult Paſſages, there: are al- 
ſo ſeveral things in the Narrative of Miſs Cadrere's 
Caſe that may: ſeem very incredible, though they are 
fully proved. The ſuperſtitious will attribute them to 
the operation of the Devil; but I cannot perſuade. my 
ſelf they are any thing more than tricks of Legerdemain. 
There is a certain Drug of which the ſmalleſt particle 
being applied to the moſt ſenfible 'and nervous part 
of he body, will inſtantly throw a wqman. into ſuch 
convulfions, that ſhe is no longer Miſtreſs of her ſelf, 


nor knows what is done to her. As Facher Girard fre- 


quently ſaw his Penitent naked, why might not he make 
uſe of this ſegret, and then by means of the Lunar Cau- 
ſtic make ali her Stigmas and her Crown.in a moment, 

without —— perceived even by her? and accordingly 
we find ſhe received the firſt Stigma in a Trance. Her 
viſions were undoubtedly the effects of Enthuſiaſm joiſied 
to Father Girard vonverſation with her. However, it 


is not my buſineſs to enquire. into the Cauſes, but to give 


the Hiſtory of theſe dd Phenomena.

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| HIS cauſe, which is now the ſuhject of all 
I cConverſations, and engages the attention of the 
whole chriſtian World, is pf, yery great. im- 
portance, ſeeing it nearly affects both; Religion and 
the Publick: and is no lefs ſingular, whether we con- 
ſider the characters of the parties concerned, or the 
nature of thoſe crimes which occaſioned it, with the 
circumſtances of the whole affair.

And indeed, is it not very ſurprizing to ſee 
this Jcſuir, though accuſed, nay convicted of ſo many 
heinous crimes, the leaſt of which is ſpiritual inceſt 
with his Penitents, barely ſummoned “to make his 
. Nefence, enjoying his full liberty, preaching, con- 
feſſing, ſaying Maſs every day, and exerciſing all the 
functions of his office; while Miſs Cadiere his accu- 
| ſer, and not accuſed, whoſe only guilt conſiſts in her 
misfortune. of * the. innocent victim to the luſt 
of a wicked Confeffor who employed the moſt vil- 
lainous arts to ſeduce her; while ſhe, I ſay, is con- 
demned to a | Recognizance for her perſonal appea- 
rance, and carried from place to place by the Sheriffs 
Officers as if ſhe had committed ſome capital crime, 
and then impriſoned in the monaſtery ; and at the ſame 


time her brother the Dominican, and the Prior of the 


Carmelites her new Director, whoſe innocence is fo 
well known, are diſgraced by an Ordex of perſonal 
appearance, and her brother the Secular Prieſt by a 
Cabpœns.

There are ſome cauſes, ſaid an antient treating of 
a ſubje& not very different from ours, where it is 
allowed to exaggerate the baſeneſs of an action by 
vehemence in pleading; but in this we are forced to 
conceal ſome part of the truth, and we muſt either 
pre varicate or exceed the bounds of modeſty and decen- 
cy. How then ſhall we obſerve a mean between 
theſe two extremes? We ſhall endeavour to do it 
by omitting whatever might appear foreign or need- 
leſs, ſay nothing but what is ſtrictly true, nay, proved

As we are perſuaded the Courts of Juſtice as well 
as the Publick will be pleaſed with a full diſcovery of

Mrs. Catharine Cadiere Daughter of Mr. Joſeph 
Cadiere Merchant of the City of Toulon, and of Eli- 
zabeth Pomet, was born November 12. 1709. Her 
Father dying while ſhe was yet in her infancy, left 
tis Widow with three Sons beſides this daughter, 
a fortune ſuitable to their rank. The Widow edu- 
cated her family in virtue with the greateſt care; 
the eldeſt Son at his Mother's requeſt married; the 
ſecond took rhe Habit of St. Dominic; the thifd 
went into Orders, and the Daughter who was the 
youngeſt continued under the tender and affectionate 
care of her good Mother. The chief Directors of 
her Conſcience were Mr. Giraud Rector of the Ca- 
thedral Church of Toulon, a Gentleman diſtinguiſhed 
by his merit and virtue, and Mr. d' Oulonne Vicar of 
the Pariſh of St. Louis. Under their direction this 
young. Lady became a pattern of virtue, and the 
bent of her mind to piety and devotion was ſo ſtrong 
that ſhe refuſed ſeveral very honourable and advan- 
tageous matches: All rhis is notorious fact, and proved 
in the Proceedings. At the age of cighteen ſhe ftill 
retained that ſimplicity, that innocence of manners, 
which is ſo rarely found in other girls even of ſeven 
years old. | 1 1 
Such was the Character of Mrs. Catharine Cadiere 
when Father Fohy Baptiſt Girard the Jeſuit arrived at 
Toulon in the Month of April 2728, as Rector of the 
Royal Seminary of Chaplains of the Navy. The 
great Reputation he had acquired at Aix, where he 
was admired both as a Preacher and a Confeſſor, to- 

ether with that Air of Modeſty, Auſterity and 
1 which then appeared in his Countenance 
and through his whole Behaviour, ſoon drew to him 
a great number of Penitents; and amongſt the reſt 

Miſs Cadiere was induced to make choice of him, 

chiefly 
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chiefly becauſe Mr. 4'Oxlonze, then her Director, was 
oo £7 ſhe could not go — 2 

ſo frequently as ſhe deſired. 


Under his direction ſhe continued two years and 
an half; during the firſt nothing extraordinary paſ- 
ſed; only ſhe found he was inquiſitive about her 
Condition and Circumſtances as well as her Family, 
and obſerved that he treated her with a particular 
regard, which ſhe then attributed only to his Chari» 
ty as her Confeſſor; but the event has diſcovered 
ink he had a very different motive for this Conduct. 
He frequently told her at Confeſſion that God requi- 
red ſomething more from her, that he had great de- 
ſigns upon her, and that ſhe ought to give herſelf en- 
tirely up to God; ſometimes adding, Will you por ore. 
your ſelf up to me? The pretended Piety of the Con- 
feſſor and the real Simplicity of the Penitent did not

After about a year's direction, being one day in the 
parlour of rhe Jeſyits Convent with Father Girard, he 
upbraided her in an obliging manner for being ſo un- 


| kind as not to ſend for him during an illneſs of which 


ſhe was juſt recovered, and faid to her, Vill you not 
for once give your ſelf up to me? Then Toney down 
and putting his mouth cloſe to hers he breathed up- 
on her, which had ſuch a powerful effect upon the 
young Lady's mind that ſhe was immediately tranſ- 
ported with love and conſented to give her ſelf up 
ro him.

eat Numbers of People. In a ſhort time after the 
had frequent Extaſies and Viſions. When we come to 
examine all the extraordinary Facts that happened un- 
der this direction, we ſhall inquire into the Nature of 
theſe Viſions, whether they were real or imaginary, 
and by what cauſe they were produced. Here we 
ſhall not enter into a detail of them, not only becauſe 
it will be found in her Depoſition which is inſerted in 
this Memorial, but alſo that we may not break the 
thread of the Narration and interrupt the courſe of 
the Proceedings. At the ſame time ſhe.fell into an ina- 
bility of praying. She went every day to give Father 
Girard an exact Account of her Viſions and of the State 
of her mind: and in theſe long and frequent: Converſa- 
tions, which did not always turn upon Subjects proper

Nor was ſhe the only Perſon whom he had reduced 
to this Condition; for ſeveral Deyetees beſides her, par- 
ticularly la Laugier, la Batarelle, la Gravier, P Allemande, 
la Reboul, and the famous Cuiol ſhared his Affections.

1730 being St. Catbarine s Day, and one of theſe Coun- 
try Feſtivals, he ſent his Clerk with a magnificent 

Noſegay for Miſs Cadiere, and a ſmall one for each of 
her Companions. „„ 
Our Confeſſor, inflamed with too warm a Paſſion 
for his Penitent, and weary of being happy in Imagi- 
nation only, reſolved to employ the moſt effectual 
means for making himſelf really ſo. The Method he 
took was this: Miſs Cadiere had a Viſion repreſenting 
to her a Soul in a State of mortal Sin, and thought 
ſhe heard a Voice which told her, that if ſhe would 
deliver that Soul ſhe. muſt ſubmit to be poſſeſſed by the 
Devil for a Year. This ſhe communicated to her Con- 
feſſor, who appeared not at all ſurprized at it; and 
how ſhould he, When he was himſelf the Author of 
it? He told her ſhe muſt not refuſe the Propoſal, and 
; 1 | not- 
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totwithſtanding the preateſt reluctance, forced her to 
accept of it, Scarce had ſhe given her conſent and 
onounced a Form of words which he dictated to her 


in the Confeſſionary to this purpoſe, 7 accept, I ſubmit, 


Imi my ſelf to ſay, to do, and to ſuffer whatever ſhall 


Is required of me, but ſhe was ſeized with a terrible Diſ- 


order, and loſt the uſe of all her Senſes, throwing out 


Blaſphemies againſt all the Myſteries of our Holy Re- 
ligion, and Imprecations againſt rhe Saints“. The Je- 
ſuit himſelf in his Anſwers fixes the Date of this Poſ- 


ſeffion to the end of November or the beginning of De- 
cember 1729, and the End of it to the zoth of Febru- 
ary 1730; though even then the Symptoms of Poſ- 


ſeſſion did not quite ceaſe, but only became leſs vio- 
During her Poſſeſſion Miſs Cadiere was tormented 
with frightſul and horrid Apparitions, and frequent 
Convulſiom, in the Fits of which ſhe never opened 
her Mouth but to peur out horrible Blaſphemies and 
Imprecations; and when her two Brothers, the Cler- 
gyman and the Jacobin, prayed for her wor 75 


ed them bitterly and compfained that they did but in- 
creaſe: her Agony. White ſhe was in this Condition 


mne thought the Devil told her that Father Girard's 
*Perfon was charmed, and that he had entred into a 


Compact with him to enable him to he an admired 


Preacher; on condition that he ſhould deliver to him 


as many Souls as he could. After theſe Fits were o- 
ver ſhe frequently fell into Trances, and ſaw Viſions 


which ſeemed to comfort her exccedingly ; but it is 
evident that the whole was owing to one and the ſame 
Author. She alſo knew the Secrets of other Peoples 
Hearts, as is fully proved by the Proceedin | 


The Knowledge of this Myftery was confaed ro the 


Houſe and Family of Mrs. Cadiere who beheld it with 
Aſtoniſhment; nor did the Confeſſor impart it to any 
other, except the Devotees above mentioned, whom be 
led the fame Dance, and who were in the ſame man- 
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ner poſſeſſed and incapable of praying, having alſo Seis.

mas or Prints of our Saviour's wounds on their Bo 


All this is proved in the Proceedings. Miſs Gadiere 
was ordered to tell every body beſides who ſhould ask 
her any Queſtions, that her Diſorder was natural; and 


be perſuaded her Relations that if they diſcovered the 


Wonders which God was pleaſed to work 1 55 this Saint, 
for ſo he called her, ſhe would die within four and 
twenty Hours. N 222 

Theſe Fits in a little time obliged Miſs. Cadiere to 
keep her Chamber almoſt conſtantly, and furniſhed. her 
Director with a'pretence of ſeeing her frequently alone, 
and locking himſelf up with her in her Chamber. He 
begun his Vifits about December 1729, and continued 


them till June 1730, that he thought fit to ſend her to 


the Convent of St. Clare at Ollioules, in the manner, 
and for the reaſons which ſhall be hereafter related; 
and that this Conduct might make the leſs noiſe among 


the Jeſuits, and to prevent his being troubled with an 
| impertinent | Companion, he ordered the Abbe Ca- 


diere, who was then a Student in his Convent, to call 
upon him every Day at half an hour paſt one in the Af 
ternoon, and go with him to his Siſter's Apartment, 
where he commonly paſſed the reſt of the Day ; and 
if the Abbe Cadiere was not punctual to his Time, 
our zealous Confeſſor would go alone without waiting 


for him, nay, would often go before his Time. 


Father Girard being thus locked up alone with 
Miſs Cadiere in her Chamber, when a violent Fit of 
Poſſeſſion or Extaſy took away he Senſes, laid hold 
of that opportunity to ſatisfy his brutal Appetite by 
committing upon his Penitent the moſt infamous 
Crimes; ſo that when ſhe recover'd her ſenſes, ſhe often 
found herſelf in very indecent Poſtures, and her Confeſ- 
for by her with fuch Tokens as left no room to 
doubt but he had accompliſh'd his villainous Purpoſe. 
As her Fits and Trances were very frequent, he had

Every day of that Lent was remarkable for ſingu- 
lar Trances and Viſions, which Father Girard palmed 
as wonders of Grace upon this young Lady, her Re- 
lations, and thoſe of his Penitents whom he had let into 
the Secret, and who were ſometimes Witneſſes to theſe 
exttaordinary Accidents. The Detail of them 1880 
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ina Memorial which he forced her to draw up, entitle

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LENT, which he requeſted of her in the moſt preſ- 
ſing manner, which he ſeized with the greateſt cager= 
nels, which he himſelf gave into Court, and which is 
ſubjoined to the Proceedings, What is moſt extraordi- 
nary in this Lent, is the Extaſy or Viſion wherein 
ſhe thought ſhe ſaw a Heart pierced with many 
Wounds, which ſhe imagined to be the Heart of 
Jeſus Chriſt pierced by the Sins, of Men; and to the 
Impreſſion made upon her by this moving, mournful 
Spectacle, ſhe attributed a bloody Sore which ſhe 
found immediately after upon her left Side, and 
which Father Girard ſaid was a Sigma, ot Print of 
our Saviour's wound. Nor can we paſs by the Tranzſigu - 
ration wherein ſhe continued from Maunday-Thurſday, 
till the Saturday following, in a Trance, without m- 
tion, and under a total ſuſpenſion of all her Senſes; 
with one of thoſe Stigmas open and bleeding in each 
of her Hands and Feer, beſides that which = had be- 
fore on her Side; her Face alſo being marked with 
drops of Blood which fell from a bloody Crown that 
appeared on her Head, in the very place from which 
ſome days before Father Girard had cut the Hair, 
and carried it away with him. The Father owns 1 
his Anſwers, that on Good Friday he ſaw this Transfi- 
guration, which he deſcribes much after the ſame 
manner as we have done, and acknowledges ee 
he made them deliver to him the Napkin. wherewith 
they had wiped Miſs Cadiere's Face, which repreſent- 
ed the Coùntenance of 5 in his laſt Agony, —

alſo her Cap which was ſtained with the Blood that 
run from the Crown on her Head, $f, 
The Pain which theſe Stigmas gave Miſs Cadiere 
made her endeavour to eaſe it by Plaiſters; but Fa- 
ther Girard ſharply. reproved her for ſo doing, telling 
her they were divine Wounds and Marks that needed 
no human Remedy, made her pull off the Plaiſters, 
and then kiſſed the Marks with great Veneration, as 
he did frequently afterwards; eſpecially the Stigma on 
her Side, which he kiſſed with the utmoſt ſenſuality, and 
under pretence that he had one of the ſame kind within, 
frequently clap'd his Side cloſe to Miſs Cadiere's. _ 
May 8. 1730. The Plaintiff ſuffered a ſecond Tranſ- 
figura ion like to the former; and of this both Father 
Girard, and Mr. Giraud Rector of the Cathedral, were 
Wirr.:fes, as is proved by the Procecdings and by 
the Father's Anſwers. And as the Defendant always 
foretold theſe Transfigurations, not only to Miſs Ca- 
diere herſelf but to ſeveral of his favourite Penitents, 
they often aſſiſted at them, eſpecially 12 Guiol, and la 
Batarelle, and alſo Father Grignet the Jeſuit; who be- 
ing filled with Admiration and Aſtoniſhment at theſe 
Wonders, and at her giving him ſome advices which 
proved that ſhe knew the deepeſt Secrets of that Je- 
ſuit's Conſcience, wrote her a Letter of thanks which 
was produced in the Proccedings. | 
At her coming to her ſelf from theſe Transfigura- 
tions and Trances, ſhe found ſucceſſively three Croſ- 
ſes by her, which Father Girard made her believe 
were miraculouſly ſent her from Heaven. One of 
them he eagerly ſeized as a Proof of the Miracles of 
his Diſciple, and the other the Biſhop obtained ar 
his earneſt requeſt. It is apparent that Father Gi- 
rard, who was always alone with Miſs Cadiere in her 
Chamber at the beginning of theſe Transfigurations, was 
the Angel that brought the miraculous Croſſes. 
Miſs Cadiere, to comfort her ſelf for the Loſs of the 
two Croſſes which had been taken from her, and to 
| x preſerve 
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preſerve the Remembrance of the Miracle, cauſed 
three ſmall ones to be made, two whereof ſhe after- 
wards gave away as ordinary Croſſes to the Lady de 
Rimbaud Nun of St. Clare at Ollioules, as ſhe has de- 
poſed, and kept the third. | 1 
One very extraordinary Paſſage we cannot omit... 
Father Girard foretold Miſs Cadiere, that on ſuch 
a Day ſhe ſhould be lifted up into the Air in her 
Chamber; nor did he fail to come rhither on the 
Day appointed, to be the ſingle Witneſs of this Mi- 
racle. He locked himſelf up with her in her Cham- 
ber, and being ſeated before her, the young Lady, 
who found ſhe was going up into the Air, thought 
it her duty to ſtifle a vain Thought which _— 
that occaſion begun to ſwell her Heart, and therefore 
held faſt by her Chair to prevent being lifred up. He 
leveral times bid her reſign and ſubmit hericlf ro 
the Spirit that acted her, which he called the Spi- 
rit of God, and upon her refuſing to obey him, he 
flew into a Paſſion and flung out of the Room. This 
Fact is proved by his own Anſwers. Soon after came 
Ja Guiol and rated Miſs Cadiere for refuſing to follow 
the Advice of her Ghoſtly Father, and prevailed with 

her to make her Excuſes for it the firſt Opportunity. 
The firſt time Miſs Cadiere went to Confeſſion, Fa- 
ther Girard did not forget to inform her that ſhe 
had by her obſtinacy committed a moſt heinous Sin, 
and that to expiate it, he would come next Day to 
her Chamber and injoin her a Penance ſuitable to 
the nature of her Offence. Accordingly next Morn- 
ing he comes to her Apartment, locks her Chamber 
Door, makes her kneel down before him, and with 
a Scourge in his Hand thus addreſſes her: The 
Juſtice of God requires, that ſeeing you refuſed to be 
clothed with his Gifts you ſhould be ſiript naked : Joa 
deſerve that all the World ſhould be Witneſs of your 
Shame; but your gracious God conſents that there be 
no other, beſides this Wall and Me, who cannot ſpeak :

But firft of all fwear Fidelity to me, that you will keth 


this an inviolable Secret, for, my dear Child, it would 
ruin me ſhould you ſpeak of it. The poor young Lady 
not ſuſpecting his Deſign, promiſed him Secrecy 3 
whercupon he ordered her to get upon the Bed, put 
a Cuihion under her Elbows to raiſe her up, gave 
her a tew Laſhes with his Scourge, and then kiſſed 
the Part which he had whipped, After which he 
made her riſe from the Bed, and kneel once more 
before him. In this Poſture he told her God was 
not yet ſatisfied, and that ſhe muſt neceſſarily ſtrip 
naked. Frightened ar ſuch an Injunction ſhe ſcreamed 
out and fainted away; but as ſoon as ſhe recovered 
he undreſt her to her Shift, and embraced her. It is 
not proper to expreſs what followed, but *cis eaſily 
imagined. | | | 

In ſhort, Father Girard was ſo abſolutely Maſter in 
his Diſciple's Chamber, that one Day while ſhe was 
in Bed, having met her Brother the Dominican there, 


he immediately and without any Ceremony took him 
by the Hand, thruſt him out of the Room, and 


lockt the Door upon him; and when Father Cadiere 


complained of this Behaviour to his Mother, who was 


too much prejudiced in Father Girard's Favour, and 
conſidered him as the Sanctifier of her Daughter, ſhe 
ſharply bid him hold his Tongue, and ger out of the 
Houle. SEG 
The frequent Viſits which our zealous Confeſſor 
made his Penitent, beginning from the Month of De- 


cember, and after ſome time duly once a day, and 


in which he uſed to lock himſelf up alone with her 
in her Chamber, occaſioned an Interruption of the 


Tokens of Non-pregnancy for three Months toge- 


ther; and that implies ar leaſt two Suppreſſions of 
them. Frightened at this, he perſuaded his Penitent that 
her blood was inflamed, and that in order to temper it 
ſhe ſhould drink every day, for a Week, a Porringer 
of Water wherein he would put ſome cooling 
Powders 
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powders. She, who knew nothing of the matter, 
anſwered ſhe would do what he thought fit; and there - 
upon this charitable Director went every day down 
into the Kitchen to fetch her a Porringer of Water, 
which he would not allow either her Maid or he 
Mother even to touch, much leſs to carry to Milg 
Cadiere, to whom he adminiſtered it with his own 
Hands, after having put into it a little Powder which 
gave it a reddiſh Tincture. This Draught repeated eve: 
ry day for about a Week, occaſioned a great loſs of Blood, 
which continued running for 9885 days, and made 
her void a ſmall lump of Fleſh or clotted Blood. One 
Day that ſhe had made a Whole Pot full of Blood, Fa- 
ther Girard carried it twice to the Window, and with 
curious Eyes examin'd the Contents; and when Miſe 
Cadiere bid the Maid throw it out of the Window, and

As this Loſs of Blood had exceedingly weakened 
Miſs Cadiere, and her Mother inclined to fend for the 
Phyſicians aud Surgeons in order to inquire into the cauſe 
of her P FAME Girard diſſuaded her from it, teh 
ling her the Diſtemper was ſupernatural, and not to be 
cured by their Art, leſt if they came they ſhould diſcover 
the Myſtery; and whether the better to prevent ber 
being viſited by Phyſicians and Surgeons, or from other 
Views, he ens the young Lady to go into ths 
Convent of St. Clare at Ollioules without asking the 
_ Conſent of her Relations: and for that purpoſe on the 
22d of May 1730, he wrote the following Letter to 
the Lady Abbeſs of that Convent, begging a place ip 
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it for her. 
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* COD in his Providence having ſent me to Tou-

In laviſhing ſo many praiſes upon Miſs Cadiere, 
and crying her up for a Saint, Father Girard had 
two views: The one was to have the glory of being 
a Saint-maker, and the other to facilitate his ac- 
ceſs to his dear diſciple, and remove all thoſe jea- 
louſies which might naturally ariſe from his officious 
aſſiduity about her. But obſerve, that before he lets 
her enter the Monaftery, he makes his terms with 
the Abbeſs, and ſtipulates that the Correſpondence 
between him and his diſciple by letters ſhould 'be 
a myſtery. into which the Abbeſs ſhould not dare 
to look; and to perſuade her to conſent to this con- 
dition, though contrary to the- rules, he tells her their 
Letters ſhall turn only upon what related to her Salva- 
tion. Bur his Letter of July 22. immediately after, 
which is the only one we have left, proves juſt the 
contrary; and indeed if their letters were to con- 
tain nothing but what tended to edification, why 
ſhould he take the precaution of excluding the Ab- 
beſs from a ſight of them? ** 
Father Girard was not long before he went to 
Ollioules to ſee his dear Devotee, and the very firſt 
viſit he ever made there, he asked the Lady Abbeſs 
before the Lady de Leſcot Miſtreſs of the Novices, if 
| W Miſs 
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Miſs Cadiere had not a diſcharge of Blood. He was 
afraid the Potions he had given her had not diſſipated 
her pregnancy. Such a queſtion very Joy ſurprized 
the Abbeſs and the Miſtreſs of the Novices; it was 
indeed a very extraordinary one conſidering the Cha- 
racters of all concerned; and finding the two Ladies 
thought it ſo, he added that when Miſs Cadiere 
was at home. ſhe loſt above twenty Pounds of 
Blood.

The Plaintiff continued in this Convent from 
June 6. 1730, till September 17. thereafter, during 
which time there was a continual commerce of letters 
between them; and thoſe which he wrote to her, (ex- 
cepting two or three that were deſigned only for a 
ſhow, and contained nothing but a few trifling moral 
reflections) were ſuch as might have been expected 
not from a ſpiritual Father, but from a molt paſſionate 
Lover; and as he well knew the Poiſon of them, he 
took care not to ſign them. For proof of this very 
material point it is ſufficient to produce here the Con: 


tents of his Letter of July 22. 170. ; 
GHS, my dear Child, is the third-letter in three

of - ib ſhould be inquifitive or deſire to ſee any 
thing, even though they uſe the Biſhop's name, 
you need only anſwer them that you are ftriftly 
forbid to ſpeak or act. Eat meat when you have 
a mind, I wrote you fo before: yes, my dear child, 
I ſtand in need of all my reſolution; you ſhallnot be the 
victim; have no inclinations of your own, and 
hearken to no ſcruples; you muſt obey in ev 
thing as my little child who thinks nothing difficult 
that her father requires. I long impatiently to ſee 
you again, and to fee all; you know I defire no- 
thing but my own, and it is a long while fince I 
had a full view of any thing. But I ſhall tire you; 
well, won't you tire me too? It is but reaſonable we 
ſhould go equal ſhares in every thing; I hope you 
will in time grow wile, and that ſo many Favours and 
ſo much good Counſel will not be thrown away upon 
you. I am heartily glad the Father Guardian pleaſes you, 
| ſhall remember him for it in my Prayers: do not you 
on your part forget my patient, my Siſter, and the reſt 
whom I recommended to you. Mrs, Guiol found you 
yeſterday a dying, and your Brother juſt now tells 
me you are extremely well. You are an inconſtant 
creature; it would be much worſe ſhould you turn 
Glutton; patience. I wanted to know if you could 
go through with your meagre diet; time will ſhow 
that; always begin your days of abſtinence with 
c eating meagre; if it does not go off, or if it imme- 
6 diately returns, then eat meat; obſerve this rule; we 
6 ſhall ſee the pleaſure of our Maſter, If you myſt 
quit, it will be a new and a great trouble both to 
* you and me, but bleſſed be our gracious Mailer 70 wn 
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c ſhall reſgu cur ſelves, and ſubmit to every thing. 
C _ he my. dear child; can you decypher rhns 
c (crawl? be affur'd, as this Letter tells you, you are 
6 always behind hand with me, and in danger of never 
c overtaking me, unleſs you write to me at leaſt twice 
6 day. Adieu, my dear child, pray for your Father, 
your Brother, your Friend, your Son and your Ser- 
© yant, Sure all theſe titles are ſufficient to engage a 
* good-natured heart. 


This Confeſſor had ſo bewitched the minds of the 
whole family of Cadiere, and fo infatuated them 
with his own. and his Penitent's pretended Sanctity, 
that they never once imagined it poſſible there ſhould 
be any criminal correſpondence between them; and 
25 Miſs Cadiere could write but very ill, having juſt 
then learnt it, her Brothers the Jacobin and the Cler- 
gyman had the ny e and ſimplicity to write 
all her Letters as . ſhe dictated them, beſides the 
Memoir called Lent, as is ere by the proceedings. 
Father Girard knew it well enough; for beſides the 
difference between the writing of a Girl or a Wo- 
man, and that of a Man, he. was no ſtranger to the 
Abbe Cadiere's hand, who wrote them all over fair, and 
was then a Student under the ſeſuits of whom Father 


Father Girard, who was accuſtomed. to ſee his 
diſciple in her own Chamber without any reſtraint, 
was ſoon ſenſible of the inconvenience of a grate. 
To render it in ſome meaſure eaſier ro himſelf, he 


perſuaded the Abbeſs to ask leave for him to confeſs 


Miſs Cadiere and viſit her in the Convent when the 
was ſick, ſure of creating very ſoon an occaſion for 
making uſe of ſuch a privilege; but fearing the Ab- 
beſs would not do it ſoon enough, he went himſelf 
and begg'd the Favour of Father Camelin Provincial 
of the Ob/ervantins, on whom the Monaſtery of 
St. Clare depends; fo impatient was he ta obtain - :

As ſoon as the Abbeſs had got it for him, he thanked 
her in a letter of the 26 of June, and acquainted her; 
that he had not been idle on his own part, for that 
he had prevailed with Father Camelin to grant his re- 
queſt ; aſſuring her this Singularity ſhould be of no ill 
conſequence, nor diſturb in any reſpect the regularity 
of the Convent. Here is the Letter, and the Con- 
cluſion of it remarkable. ny

© A ARS. Cadiere told me two days ago upon her 
8 return from Ollioules, that you had obtained 


© leave for me to confeſs her Daughter, and to viſit 
© her in the Monaſtery when ſick: for which, Ma- 
© dam, I return you a thouſand thanks; however, I 
© yeſterday begged of Father Camelin the ratification 
6 of this Favour, which he granted me with the 
© greateſt goodneſs and politeneſs, This I have the 
" 2 to acquaint you with, and in time you will

© deſiring a favour of ſo ſingular a nature, which how- 
4 ever ſhall be of no ill conſequence, nor in the leaſt 
© diſturb the order and regularity of your houſe. My 
compliments to our dear Child, whom I always re-

July the 6. being the firſt Thurſday of the Month 
Miſs Cadiere foretold that next day ſomething extra- 
ordinary would happen ro her. This raiſed the cu- 
rioſity of all thoſe who heard her, and eſpecially 
of the Lady de Rimbaud a Nun, and the Lady de 
Leſcot Miſtreſs of the Novices, whom Father Girard 
had requeſted to take an account in writing of every 
thing extraordinary that ſhould happen to his Peni- 
tent, that it might one day ſerve, as he ſaid, for 
the Edification of the Public. Between four 


and five next Morning theſe two Ladies _ to 
| iſs 
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Miſs Cadiere's Chamber, whom they found immovea- 
ble in her bed, having a bloody crown about her head, 
her face covered with blood, like that of an Ecce homo 
or Chriſt crucified, and her hands alſo dropping 
blood. Of this they immediately informed the Ab- 
beſs, who preſently came with the whole Society 
and ſaw her in this condition, at which they were all 
aſtoniſned, believing it to be a miracle of Grace; 
at the ſame time they ſaw a piece of the Hoſt, or 
conſecrated wafer, enter her mouth, but perceived 
no hand to guide it. The Abbeſs inſtantly diſpatched 
an expreſs to Father Girard; but he arrived at the 
Convent preſently after the Meſſenger ſet out. He 
was asked if he met the Meſſenger that was ſent to 
him, and anſwered, he did not; but that as he was 
ſaying Maſs that morning, his good Angel had in- 
formed him of what paſſed; they told him of Miſs 
Cadiere's transfiguration, and that it laſted two hours; 
they deſcribed it to him, and told him ſhe had ſuf- 
fered a great deal of pain; he anſwered that it was 
the impreſſion of the finger of God; thar they oughr 
carefully to preſerve the water with which her face 
had been waſhed, and which was mixed with blood, 
for that it would afterwards produce miraculous ef- 
fects; and added that Miſs Cadiere had already performed 
ſeveral miracles at Toulon. Being told by one of the 
Nuns that they had ſeen her communicate in a mi- 
raculous manner during her transfiguration, he 
replied, Do you think I do not know that, when I ny 
ſelf gave her the Sacrament ? How could that be, ſaid 

the Nun, when you were at Toulon? Do not you 
know that there are ſuch things as Raptures, or being 
tranſported in Spirit, anſwered Father Girard; and 
when he went into Miſs Cadiere's Chamber, who was 
then come to herſelf, he ſaid to her in a pleaſant 
manner, Jou little glutton jou; will you always come thus 
and take the half of your Father's Portion? |

That Morning Father Girard continued from nine 3 
clock till Noon ſhut up in Miſs Cadiere's Chamber, 
which he took care to bolt on the inſide; nor did he 
think fit to unbolt it till Afternoon, and then having 


leſt the door on the jarr, the Lady Abbeſs and ſome ot᷑ 
the Nuns entered one after another, with whom he 
ſtaid there till four or five in the Evening. ; 
The Abbeſs, who probably thought there was 
no great edification in ſeeing our Confeſſor ſhut 
up tos three hours together with his Penirent in her 
chamber, would never after allow him to enter its 
fo that he found himſelt once more reduced to the 
hardſhip of ſeeing her only through a grate. Love is 
very ingenious; it diſcovered to him a ſmall wicket 
in the grate of the parlour, which he taught his diſ- 
ciple to open with a little knife that he carried in his 
pocketz and through this wicker he pur his head, 
or made his Miſtreſs put hers, ſometimes to kiſs her an 
ſomerimes ro give her the Scourge. To how many 
criminal liberties has that parlour been witneſs? nay, 
ſo far did he extend the uſurpations of his luſt, rhar 
he ſometimes employed for theſe fame purpoſes the 
wicket of the very grate between the Choir and 
the Chancel, which is ſet apart for the moſt ſacred 
uſes*®. Abotminable ! | oe = 
He found ſuch attractive charms in this parlour, that 
be went thither from Toxlon twice of thrice a week, and 
there paſt whole days with no company bur that of 
| his Votary; nay, one day he dined there with her, 
and the Maid having ſer the table but a lictle way 
from the. grate, he asked her roughly, if ſhe meant to 
art him from his dear child; and taking it up him- 
If he puſht it violently againſt the grate; while he was 
at dinner he was ſurprized amorouſly ſqueezing the 
young Lady's hand; and this ſhows his reaſon for 
puſhing the table nearer the grate. One day Fa- 
ther Girard happening to come after Evening prayer 


were begun, deſired ro ſee his Penitent; but the —

Through this Wicket the Nuns receive the Sacrament, 
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K 25.) 
beſs not thinking it proper thar ſhe ſhould leave Pray- 
ers to go into the parlour to him, he could not help 
expreſſing his uneafineſs, and ſhew ing his reſentment 
even to the Abbeſs by the coldneſs of his behaviour. 

During Miſs Cadiere's ſtay in this Convent ſhe had 
ſeveral Fits of poſſeſſion, and frequent Extaſies at all 
hours and in all places; ſhe knew the Secrets of the 
Heart; and ſo many extraordinary things happened to 
her, and ſo much our of the common courle of na- 
ture, that the fame of them having ſpread to Toulon, 
and through all the neighbouring Country, gained her 
the Title of the Saint of Ollioules. 

Mean while Father Girard was grown weary of his 
Miftreſs, and reſolved to gec rid of her by ſending her 
either to the Convent of the Carthuſians at Premole, or 
that at Salette near Lions, With this view he fre- 
quently ſaid in the Convent at Ollioules that ſhe had 
given Edification enough there, and therefore ought 
to go and do good ſomewhere elſe, as is proved in 
the Proceedings. His Ambition had probably by this 
time got the better of his Paſſion. In ſhort, had ſhe 
died then, he would have had the Glory of acquiring 
a Saint to the Society, without any kind of loſs to 
himſelf. | | | | | 

The Biſhop of Toulon being alarmed at the news of 
this Deſign, exclaimed loudly againft Father Girard for 
pra tranſplant to another place a, Sprig of 

anctity which had grown up in his Dioceſe, and to 


which he had therefore a juſt claim. He did Miſs Cadiere 


the honour to write her directly a Letter, forbidding 
her not only to go where her Director deſigned to ſend 
her, but even to confeſs any more to him, and ordering 
her to leave the Convent and return to her relations. 
And a few days after he borrowed a Phaeton, which he 


ſent to Ollioules with the Abbe Camerle his Chaplain and- 


Father Cadiere, who took her up and carried her to 
Mr. Pauques Country-Houſe not far from Toulon.

As ſoon as Father Girard had learnt what was doing, 
and underſtood the Biſhop's Reſolution concerning Miſs 
. Cadiere, fearing that if the Letters he had written to her 
came to light, they would make a full diſcovery of the 
Myſtery of Love and Iniquity between him and his 
Penitent, he reſolved ro do his utmoſt to recover them 
before ſhe left the Convent. For this purpoſe he ſent 
La Gravier, one of his moſt faithful and affectionate Pe- 
nirents, to defire ſhe would return them. Miſs Cudfere 
with a great deal of honeſty and fimplicity delivered up 
not only all Father Girard's Letters to her, but alſo all the 
other Papers that ſhe had in her Box, even the Minutes 
of her own Letters to him: but it pleaſed God; who 
will not allow ſo many crimes ſo highly injurious 
to his holy Religion to go unpuniſhed, that the 
Letter of July 22d was not in the Box with the 
FJ V 
Father Girard thought fit to pretend afterwards that 
he of his own accord refuſed the further direction of 
Miſs Cadiere's Conſcience, becauſe he diſcovered her 
to be an Impoſtor; but to prove the contrary, and to 
ſhew that Miſs Cadiere firſt deſerted him to his great 
regret, we need only produce the contents of the Let- 
ter which he wrote to her Sept. 15. 1730, two days 
before the left the Convent. OM 


Laſt Night at my Return home I received yours, 
© containing only an Invitation to Ollioules. But what 
© you ſaid to me, dear Child, in our laſt converſation 
Vas of much greater conſequence, at leaſt I thought 
it ſo. I mean the neceſſity of your having a new Con- 
© feſfor, upon which you inſiſted more than once. 1 have 
© confidered of the matter, and as on one hand your 
© Requeſt is juſt and reaſonable, becauſe I am not at 


© liberty to wait upon you regularly at the Country- 


© Houſe to which you think of retiring; ſo on the o- 
© ther hand *tis to be feared that two different Confeſ- 
| {ors 
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© fors will embaraſs one another, and give you a great 
deal of trouble, by perplexing you with vexatious 
* Doubts, if they happen, as they eaſily may happen, 
© to be of a different opinion in any particular point; 
© ſo. that probably the one or the other muſt be o- 
© bliged to leave you. After having laid the Affair be- 
© fare my gracious God, I am determined, becauſe it 
* ſeems moſt proper, to give up my claim, and leave my 
© place to him whom you ſhall chooſe, or have alrea- 
© dy choſen. I ſhall ſay nothing of this change ro 
any one who talks to me about ir, but that. I had 
© not time to wait upon you regularly in the Country 
nor need you give any other reaſon for it. Hows 
ever, this need not hinder you from applying to me 
© with the utmoſt freedom, if at any time you think my 
Advice may be uſeful or neceſſary for I ſhall be al- 
© ways ready to do you all the little Services in my 
power. Much leſs ſhallit hinder me from continuing 
© my Prayers to our Lord that he would plentifully pour 
down upon you his choiceſt bleſſings, and grant you 
© grace toaccompliſh his deſigns with fidelity and con- 
© ſtancy. I hope that in better hands you will advance 
more ſurely, and more ſpeedily, and that if Thave 
© been guilty of any faults towards you, you will never- 
© thelels remember that my Inclination to aſſiſt you 
© was good, and therefore will not forget me in your 
© prayers to God. I have ſent you two Books that 
© belong to you, which I recovered from thoſe to whom 
you lent them. I am, and ſhall always be, entirely 
yours in the ſacred Heart of Jeſus Chriſt.

The Biſhop having removed Miſs Cadiere from 
the direction of Father Girard placed her under 
the care of Father Nicolas, who was juſt then ap- 
pointed Prior of the bare-footed Carmelites at Toulon; 
to whom he ſaid, I entruſt you with the Saint of 

| Ollioules ;

Ollioules; and it was by the Biſhop's expreſs order that he 
went to confeſs her in the Country. Father Girard hav- 
ing perſuaded her there was no crimein what had paſt 
between them, ſhe never fo much as mentioned it to 
her new Director; bur as ſhe was from time to time 
obſerved to be in pertect Raptures about that Jeſuit, 
and twice or thrice endeavoured to run away by · night 
to meet him at Toulon, the Prior begun to ſuſpect that 
ſomething more than ordinary had been between them, 
and that ſhe was linked to her former Confeſſor by 
ſome ſecret charm. | 1 
Upon this he begun to probe Miſs Cadiere's Con- 
ſcience, . who frankly owned to him the particulars 
above related, and the whole that had paſſed between 
Father Girard and her. He ſaw with aſtoniſhment 
that thoſe things which till then had been looked 
upon as wonders of Grace, were only deluſions and 
tricks of the Devil; and nbthing real in the whole, 
but a horrible complication of ſhocking crimes in the 
part which Father Girard had acted. | | 
The Biſhop, who had for ſome time conſidere 
Miſs Cadiere as a Saint, went to make her a viſit in 
the Country, and having examined her himſelf, heard 
with horror from her own mouth all the wickedneſs 
of her former Director. Thereupon being fired 
with a juſt and holy indignation againſt him, he de- 
clared he would drive out that ravening wolf from his 
Fold; but Miſs Cadiere, all in tears, threw her ſelf at his 
feer, and earneſtly intreated he would not take a ſtep 
which muſt unavoidably diſgrace her and cover her 
with ſhame. Her Brother the Dominican, who was 
preſent,joinedwith her in begging the ſame favour for the 
honour of his family; whereupon the charitable Prelat 
gave them both his word, that the whole Story ſhould 
be ſunk in oblivion and never divulged; and being in- 
formed that Miſs Cadiere had ſtill ſome firs of poſſeſ- 
ſion, he exorciſed her himſelf, and ordered her new 
Confeſſor to continue to exorciſe and direct not only her, 
| 1 | bur 
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but alſo ſome other of Father Girard's Penitents, in 
order to rid them out of ſuch bad hands. To the ef- 


fect of theſe Exorciſms and of a general confeſſion 
which Miſs Cadiere made to the Prior of the Carme- 
lites, ſhe owes her deliverance from her fits of poſſeſ- 
fon, and all thoſe illuſions and tricks of the Devil; 
Her Stigmas at the ſame time cloſed up, though the 
Scars of them may ftill be plainly ſeen upon her feet 


and upon her fide. 


Mean time Father de Sabatier a Jeſuit, who for 
innumerable reaſons, the weakeſt of which was his ha- 
ving formerly been Miſs Cadiere's Confeſſor, ought of 


all men to have wiſhed that this ſhameful Myſtery had 


ſtill lain concealed, 1 the Biſhop to make 
it public. In vain did all of the higheſt rank and 
bel figure in Toulon uſe their intereſt to diſſuade him 


from it; Father de Sabatier was enraged, and at his 


Inſtigation the Biſhop of Toulon began the Proceſs No- 
vember roth 1730. by interdicting Father Cadiere and 
the Prior of the Carmelites; and the 18th of the ſame 
Month he ſent the Chancellor, Proctor and Regiſter 
of the Epiſcopal Court, attended by two Clergymen, 
to interrogate Miſs Cadiere judicially, concerning what 
had paſſed between her and Father Girard. 
The poor young Lady was doubtleſs extremely ſur- 
priſed at ſuch a viſit. The Chancellor having told her 
the occaſion of it, ſhe at firſt refuſed to anſwer; but at 
laſt being obliged by a ſolemn Oath to ſpeak, ſhe ge- 
nerouſly preferred the intereſt of Religion and the 
Publick to her own honour and quier, and by her 
anſwers declared the whole Myſtery which ſhe had 
till then concealed with ſo much care. As ſhe was 
by no means prepared for ſuch an account, ſhe threw 
the facts together as they came into her mind, with- 
out any regard to order or time, which is at once a 
proof of her ſurpriſe and of her ingenuity. There 
are ſome facts which the Chancellor, who has all a- 


long behaved with great partiality in this affair, bas 


not 
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not repreſented fairly, and others which he has altered. 
We ſhall not point them out here, both becauſe our 
Proceſs is not grounded upon his, but upon the Plain» 
tiff's Declaration, of which we ſhall ſpeak. preſently, 
and alſo becauſe we ſhall produce her Declaration, 
which contains a more exact account. Is it nat-ri- 
diculous now to alledge that this is a Plot to defame 
Father Girard? ſeeing Miſs Cadiere did not :publiſh 
the Scandal voluntarily, but contrary to her inclina- 
tion was forced to it by the authority of the Offi- 
cers of Juſtice and the obligation of her Oath. _ 
The Appellant ſeeing herſelf now diſgraced, and 
that ſhe had no meaſures to keep ſince her Honour 
was loſt, thought it but reaſonable to ſue for ven- 
geance againſt her Seducer, who had committed fo 
many crimes upon her; and for that end, ſhe the ſame 
day laid her complaint before the Criminal Judge of 
Toulon. As the whole Proceſs is founded upon it, we 
ſhall-here produce it word for word, 


November 18. 1730. Be it known to all men, that 

© Mrs. Catharine Cadiere, daughter of the deceaſed 
Mr. Joſeph Cadiere merchant of Toulon, being ſworn 
© and having declared that ſhe is of the age of one 
and twenty, depoſes, that her firſt Conteſſor was 
Mr. Giraud Vicar of the Cathedral Church of this 
City; that ſhe was next directed by Father Maurin, 
a barefooted Carmelite, having a call ro be a Nun 
of that Order; but that the ſaid Father Maurin 
falling into a tedious illneſs, ſhe made choice of 
Father Sabatier the Jeſuir for her Confeſſor, ſhe 
being, at that time between fifteen and fixteen years 
old; that ſhe went to the Jeſuits Convent to make 
confeſſion to Father Sabatier, but was told he was 
not yet recovered from his illneſs ſo as to be able 
to receive it; this obliged the Deponent to take 
for her Director Mr. FOulnne Prieſt and Lectu- 
rer of the Pariſh of St. Louis, but he being very 
| | much 
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© much taken up with the buſineſs of his Pariſh, [ſs 


that he made het often wait a long while before 
© he could hear her confeſſion, her relations at home 
© ſcolded her for ſtaying fo long, becauſe they wanted 
cher for the buſineſs of the ſhop and houſe, and ſomes 
times they even beat her for it; her Brother Mr. Fran- 
© (is Cadiere an Eecleſiaſtic, being then a Student in 
© the Jeſuits College, told her of Father Girard the 
Rector, who was from that time her Confeſſor for two 
« years and an half. She had confeſſed to that Father as 
bout a year before any thing extraordinary hap- 
© pened, excepting that he inquired into the Depo- 
« nent's Circumſtances, and who were her relations: 
© About that time a Brother of hers who is a Jaco- 
bin, having lent Mrs. Mary Anne Sibon Wife of 
© Mr. Saurin Merchant, a book written againſt the 
« Jeſuits; the ſaid Sibon carried it to her ſiſter Saurin, 
an Urſuline Nun; and ſhe put it into the hands of 
© the ſaid Father Sabatier, who complained of it to 
the Biſhop. The Biſhop endeavoured to get a 
Lettre de Cachet againſt her brother the Jacobin, 
© who on the other hand did what he could to jus 
« ſtify himſelf; and ſhe having ſpoke in his favour to 
© her Confeſſor Father Girard the Rector, he told 
© her, that were it not for the reſpe& he had for 
© the Deponent, her Brother would have had a Let- 
tre de Cachet, begging her at the ſame time to 
* ſay no more of it; and having inquired how ſhe 
did after an intermitting fever which had held her 
© for a fortnight, he kindly reproached her for not 
© ſending to call him when ſhe was ill. The Depo- 
© nent anſwered that ſhe was unwilling to give him 
* ſo much trouble; to which Father Girard replied, 
© You are a Simpleton, that is a trouble which I 
take with a great deal of pleaſure: will you nor 
for once give your ſelf up to me? then ſtooping 
* down and putting his mouth cloſe to hers, he breathed 
very hard upon her, which made ſuch a 9 
m- 
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© Impreſſion in her mind, that from that moment 
© the felt a violent Paſſion and a ſtrong Inclina- 
c tion for the Father, and told him at once that ſhe 
gave her ſelf up to him. And adds, that for above 
* 15 months before, he had frequently ſaid to her in 
the Chair of Confeſſion, Will you not give your 
ſelf up to me? I know that the gracious G re- 
quires ſomething of you, he has great deſigns to ac- 
compliſ upon you. And the Deponent asking how 
he could know that? the ſaid Father Girard an- 
ſwered, that he knew it and had been ſenſible of 
it for a great while; from that time he ordered her 
to receive the Sacrament every day, but to do it in 
different Churches, that it might not be taken no- 
tice of. From that time alſo ſhe begun to have fre- 
quent viſions, which came upon her ſometimes at 
Church, ſometimes at home, and ſometimes in the 
ſtreet. Theſe viſions conſiſted chiefly in ſeeing the 
celeſtial glory, and Heaven opened with all the 
Saints placed according to the ſeveral degrees of 
Glory to which they are raiſed, Once ſhe had ano- 
ther viſion, in which were repreſented to her three 
heavens; St. John the Evangeliſt, who was in the 
firſt, came to her aſſiſtance, and opened a huge book 
with ſeven Seals, wherein ſhe ſaw him write in large 
characters John-Baptiſt and Mary Catharinez after 
which he ſhut the book and carried it to the Throne 
of Jeſus Chriſt in the third heaven; and then ſhe 
thought ſhe ſaw Jeſus Chriſt lift his hand from the 
book about three palms, and heard him fay, I ſwear 
by my ſelf that what is herein written is unchange- 
able. At the ſame time there appeared a croſs com- 
ing towards her, which Jeſus Chriſt held by the 
upper end, who ſaid to her, that his Love would 
crucify her before Righteouſneſs had made her perfect. 
Having afterwards had ſeveral viſions ſometimes of one 


_ © kind, ſometimes of another, ſhe always found the 
effect of them was inflaming her paſſion for the ſaid 


Father 
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Father Girard, who by her order came to Tee 
her every day, and ſometimes twice a day. 
When this Deponent ſaid to him, Is it poſſi- 
t ble, Father, that I ſhould have ſo great a paſs 
c fon for you, and does the Love of God pro- 
« duce ſuch ſtrange effects? His anſwer was, That 
£ ſhe ſhould not be uneaſy about that, for his gra- 
£ cious God had united her to him; that he car- 
6 ried her in his boſom and in his heart; that 
© the was now but one heart with him, and the 
© ſoul of his ſoul; that her paſſion ought to give 
© her no concern, for it was God's good pleaſure 
© that it ſhould be ſo, and that ſhe ſhould love him 
© dearly. All the while ſhe continued in this 
© ſtare, from firſt to laſt, ſhe was uncapable of 
© vocal prayer, and when ſhe complained of this 
© to Father Girard, he told her it was not ne- 
© ceſſary ; to which the Deponent anſwered; 
© that ſhe believed the Saints had not walked in 
© that way: Father Girard told her this was an 
© extraordinary way, that we muſt not always 
© take the Saints for our patterns, and that the 
Lord had different ways of bringing Souls to 
© himſelf. In another viſion ſhe was ſhowed a 
© perſon in a ſtate of mortal fin and impurity, and 
being terrified with ſo diſmal a fight, ſhe heard 
© a voice which told her that if ſhe had a mind 
© to deliver that Soul from the miſerable ſtate 
© in which ſhe ſaw it, ſhe muſt ſubmit to be poſ- 
© ſeſſed for a year. This ſhe communicated to 
© Father Girard her Confeſſor, who notwith- 
* ſtanding ſhe ſhowed the utmoſt averſion to it, 
forced her ro ſubmit to be poſſeſſed ; and im- 
© mediarely upon giving her conſent to it, ſlie 


© found herſelf poſſeſſed with a great number 
Dolf Devils which —_—Y her imagination 
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and took away her Senſes ; nay; governed them 
ſo, that in ſpite of her they made her pro- 
nounce thouſands of curſes againſt the Saints, 
and blaſphemies againſt the Euchariſt, and all 
our ſacred Myſteries. In this ſtate of poſſeſ- 
ſion the Devil diſcovered to her the con- 
ſciences of ſeveral People, and brought to her 
mind all that ever ſne had done, even foretel- 
ling her things that were to happen; he told 
her that Father Girard was a Sorcerer, that he 
had made a compact with him above forty years 
ago, to make him a great Genius and give 
him the gift of preaching, provided he would 


ſecure to him as many ſouls as he could. All 


this time the Deponent had intervals in which 
ſhe was comforted with pleaſing viſions and 
many graces, which ſhe having told to Father 
Girard, he ſaid that was a ſufficient. compen- 
ſation for all her ſufferings. And adds, that in 
this ſtate ſhe ſaw nothing but Objects of Un- 
cleanneſs and Abomination, from which ſhe 
was relieved by ſome good intervals. When 
ſhe was in the Confeſſionary, Father Girard or- 
dered her to receive his breath, though ſhe 
reſiſted it as much as ſhe could, becauſe the 
more he breathed on her, the more paſſionate 
and cager ſhe was to embrace him. And depoſes 
further, that the ſaid Father Girard obliged her 
to be acquainted with another Devotee called 
Mrs. GEuiol, who is a Joiner's wife and a very 
pretty woman, becauſe ſhe was in the ſame 
condition, as ſhe her ſelf owned to the Depo- 
nent, is well as Father Girard, who till laſt 
Lent uſed to come every day to the Deponent's 
houſe, when ſhe was in her Fits of convulſion. 
He wcnt up to the ſecond floor, where Ho 

1 lay 
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© lay almoſt al ways in bed, rhapgh ſometimes ſhe. 
© got up. He entred her chamber, the door of 
© which he locked on the infide, and as ſoon as he 
© far down her Fits of convulſion became always 
© more violent. She often found her ſelf before 
© him in indecent poſtures; ſometimes he made 
© her fir down on the bed's foot where he held her 
and preſt her to his boſom for two or three hours 
© together, kiſſing her face ina very amorous man- 
© ner very frequently, and almoſt every day that 
© hecame. And adds, that the laſt day of Carnival, 
© in a viſion ſhe heard a voice ſaying to her, IL 
will lead you into the deſart during Lent, where 
* you ſhall eat, not the food of men, but of An- 
© gels; yet notwithſtanding the voice ſhe eat in 
© Lent, but threw it up as faſt as ſhe ſwallowed 
it; ſhe was alſo ſeized with a vomiting of 
© blood, wherewith having acquainted Father 
© Girard, he bid her comply with the directions 
© of the voice. She further depoſes that in ano- 
© ther viſion ſhe ſaw the heart of Jeſus Chriſt 
* pierced with ſeveral wounds, and heard a voice 
* ſaying that it was wounded by the fins of men, 
and that as ſhe was united ro Jeſus Chriſt, 
* ſhe ſhould by virtue of that union participate 
his wounds, which ſhe ſhould perceive by a 
* gaſh on her left ſide; and ſo it actually hap- 
« pened to her; for that inſtant ſhe felt a ſtroke 
© on that ſide, where ſhe found a wound which 
continued open for three months without in- 
* creaſing or diminiſhing. Father Giragd came 
every day to the Deponent's Chamber, which 
© he locked; then handled her Neck and Breaſt, 
* and ſucked the wound. The Biſhop having 
* exorciſed her in the month of September laſf, 
the wound, which had continued open for three 
F 2 months

© her brother, her friend, her ſervant, ſayin 
there was enough to engage any heart; and 
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e months, immediately healed, as did the Stig⸗ 
mas on her hands and feet, with the Crown 
6 on her head; and in the place where it had been 
© the hair grew again as before. She declares 
© that when her health allowed her to go to the 
E Jeſuirs Convent in Lent, one afternoon Father 


© Girard carried her into the Church, where was 


© no body but themſelves, and that before he 
< went into the Chair of Confeſſion, heembraced 
6 her and kiſſed her mouth, and in the Chair 
called her his mother, and himſelf her ſon, 


© there ſhe gave him an account of all the 
c viſions ſhe had ſeen. She depoſes further, that 
< when Father Girard came to fee her in her 
chamber, and was locked up there with her, 
© he frequently handled her privy-parts, that ſhe 
© found her (elf all wet, and ſometimes ſwooned 
© away; that not knowing what all this meant, 
© ſhe uſed to chide Father Girard about it, 
© who only laughed at her; that having miſt 
© her Courſes for about three months, ſhe ac- 


© quainted Father Girard with itz who after that 


© frequently handled her belly, and for a week to- 
© gether made her take every day certain drugs of a 
< reddiſh colour, which cauſed an Abortion, and 
© for eight days made her loſe a vaſt deal of 


. © blood, with which there came away a lump. of 


5 fleſh: that having communicated this to Fa- 
ther Girard, he told her that it could not poſ- 
< fibly*be, and that it was the Devil had made her 


| © believe ſo. She adds further, that one day Father 


© Girard made her ftrip to her ſhift upon the bed, 
© ſaying, he mult puniſh her for her fault in not 
< reſigning her (elf, and that then ſhe = her

© Priv parts tickled and wet; that at other 
b Ap. * would laſh her with his Scourge, 
© and then kiſs the part; and that *rwas at 
© thoſe times he ufed to tickle and wet her Pri- 
c vities. And alſo, that one day while ſhe 
© was in the Monaſtery of St. Clare at Ollioules, 
© there being no body in the church bur Father 
Girard and her ſelf, he embraced her and kiſſed 
cher, as he did frequently in the Parlour, beſides 
6 ſucking her wound. 3 „ 

This is Miſs Cadiere's Depoſition, to which 
the Criminal Judge ordered an information ro 
be joined of all the facts, and circumſtances 
therein contained, and that the Chancellor of 
the Biſhop's Court ſhould be called in to pro- 
ceed in conjunction with him. Mifs Cadiere 
afterwards judicially proved and added to the pro- 
ceedings five of Father Girard's Letters, which 
are thoſe produced above. LN 


The Proctor preſented a Requeſt that an in- 
formation might be lodged of all the facts and 
crimes contained in Miſs Cadieres anſwers to 
the Interrogatories put to her by the Chancel- 
lor; and inſtead of joining with her to convict 
and puniſh the Criminal, he on the contrary 
concerted an odious plot with the two Jeſuits 
Father Girard and Father de Sabatier, and by 
a prevarication Worthy the ſevereſt animadver- 
fion of the Court, ſummoned no witneſſes 
but ſuch as he hoped would give falſe cyidence 
in Father Girard's favour, nor would hear any 
but thoſe who were entirely devoted to the je- 
ſuits; nay, many of them were actually at that 
very time Father Girard's Penitents. 
| Every night. the Regiſter and Chancellor 
in perſon carried the depoſitions to the Je- 

| ſuits 
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fuits college, and ſhowed them to Fa- 
ther Girard and Father de Sabatier, and this 
we offer to prove. As by this means they 
were acquainted with the evidence given by 
Miſs Cadiere's witneſſes, they next day got the 
Proctor to examine ſome of the Jeſuits Devotees 
whom they had engaged to ſwear facts directly 
contrary to thoſe which Miſs Cadiere's witneſſes 
had depoſed the day before; and thus have they 
acted 3 the whole courſe of the proceed- 
ings, ſo that of forty four witneſſes examined by 
the Proctor's Order there is not a ſingle one 
who has not endeavoured to vindicate Father 
Girard. Can this Parliament ſee without hor- 
ror to what villainous purpoſes the Officers of 
Eccleſiaſtical Juſtice have proſtituted it, even 
to ſcreen this criminal from the puniſhment 
juſtly due to ſuch complicated Guilt, ſo greatly 
1njurious and prejudicial both to Religion and 
the Commonweal? | | | 

As ſoon as the Proceedings were begun Miſs 
Cadiere was confined in the Convent of the Ur/u- 


lines of Toulon. This Convent is directed by the 


Jeſuits; and the Superior thereof, the Lady de 
Guerin, Who has a Brother among the Jeſuits, 
is actually Father Girard's Penitent, as ſeve- 
ral more of the Nuns alſo arez to wait up- 
on her they aſſigned her a Lay-Sifſter, 
daughter to the famous /2 Gauiol, whoſe 
Confeſſor is Father Girard. And beſides, 
two more of Father Gjrard's Penitents, who 
were formerly in the ſame Condition with 


' Miſs Cadiere, and whoſe eyes were likewiſe 


opened to ſee the Illuſions and Debauchery of 

their Confeſſor, were clapt up in two ſeveral 

Monaſteries; and all this by virtue of ſuperior 
orders obtained by the Biſhop. Ss 

Miſs Cadiere was obliged to attend the OP 

| three 
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three ſeyeral times in order to have a Confef- 
ſor appointed her, but could obtain none ex- 
cept Mr. Berge a beneficed Clergyman, a man 
wholly devoted ro the Jeſuits, as appears plainly 
from the following paſſage. This Prieſt came 
to the Convent of the Ur/ulines on the 3 iſt of 
ng laſt with Pen, Ink and Paper, attended 

y Father de Sabatier and two witneſſes; he 
went into the parlour, ſent for Miſs Cadiere, 
and told her he was come to receive her Con- 
feſſion; but that ſhe muſt firſt make a formal 
recantation of what ſhe had depoſed againſt Fa- 
ther Girard, and declare that it was all a ca- 
lumny, otherwiſe he could not confeſs her; 
and upon her anſwering him, that ſhe was forced 
to make her Complaint to the Officer of Juſtice, 
and had ſaid nothing in it but the truth, which 
ſhe could not retract; Mr. Berge walked off 
with Father Sabatier and the witneſſes, without 
hearing her confeſſion. 

The Jeſuits and their Emiſſaries finding there 
were no hopes of bringing the Plaintiff to re- 
tract her depoſition, endeavoured by other 
arts to render her juſt complaint fruitleſs. Not 
fatisfied to furniſh the Proctor with falſe evi- 
dence and their own Penitents, they likewiſe 
ſuborned Miſs Cadiere's witneſſes. Father d. 
Sabatier and other perſons waited in the Hall of 
the Biſhop's Palace next ro the Room wherein 
the evidence was heard; and there, before the 
witneſſes were called in, they interrogated thoſe 
that were ſummoned at Miſs Cadiere's in- 
| Nance concerning the facts which they intended 
to depoſe; and when they found they had hei- 
nous things to ſwear againſt Father Girard, they 
firſt endeavoured to diſſuade them from it, and 
when they could not prevail that way, hey 

| on too 


„ 
took their Summons from them and ſent theni 
away without being examined. Nay, the 
Chancellor took care in ſumming up the Evi- 
dence to leave out ſeveral very material facts: 
of which the re- examination of the Nuns of 
St. Clare of Ollioules is a clear proof. This ſubs 
ornation of witneſſes obliged the Plaintiff to 
petition the Criminal Judge for an information 
agaiaſt it, which was granted her; yet the Je- 
ſuits afterwards employed the moſt wicked 
means to corrupt even ſeveral Nuns z of which 
the Letter they wrote for that end to the Lady 
de Cogolin, Ur/uline Nun of Toulon, which we 
have lately proved, and which has made ſomuch 


' Noiſe, is an unanſwerable demonſtration. | 


Ic would be tedious to relate all their unfair 
Management, all the illegal ſteps that were 
taken, all the unjuſt orders of Court which 
they obtained againſt this unfortunate young 
Lady by their Intereſt with the Great, and 
their Intrigues among their Friends; but we 
muſt not omit one very remarkable piece of 
Conduct. They had ſuborned falſe witneſſes 
againſt her, and endeavoured to corrupt the 
evidence that was favourable to her; they had 
attempted many ways to force her to retract 
her own Depoſition, but in vain: At laſt they 
tried this ſtratagem. Having in her Examina- 
tions on Feb. 2j. and 26. anſwered in every 
thing agreeably to her former Depoſition, the 
next morning Siſter Guiol, who waited on her, 
made her drink a glaſs of wine before breakfaſt, 
which taſted very ſalt and threw her of a ſudden 
into ſuch a raving delirium, that ſhe did not

know even her own Mother. This wicked 
attempt oblig'd her to petition the Parliament 
to have an information filed againſt it; and 
though the Attorney General conſented to the 
Information, yet the Court did not think fit to 
do any thing in it. „„ 
However, the very ſame day that this Pot ion 
was given to the Appellant ſhe was carried before 
the Committee of Parliament to anſwer their 
Interrogatories; and by means of that intoxica- 
ting Draught ſhe had drunk, and the violence and 
threats uſed to her in a Convent ſo devoted to 
the Jeſuits, they made her diſown all the facts 
contained in her depoſition, and ſay they were 
not true; that Father Girard had led her in 
the way to the higheſt perfection, and that the 
Prior of the Carmelites had perſuaded her to 
form the accuſation againſt him: though at the 
ſame time it is undeniable that the Chancellor 
himſelf forced her to it, and that all the facts 
contained in her depoſition are confirmed by a 
great number of unexceptionable witneſſes, ac- 
knowledged in the Criminal's own anſwers, and 
vouched by his own Letters. The very nature 
of Miſs Cadiere's anſwers is ſufficient to con- 
vince one that they were not the effect ot her 
free will. Immediately after theſe ſame Anſwers 
made by the Plaintiff, they proceed to a ſecond 
Examination of Father Girard, and as he was 
perfectly well informed of Miſs Cadiere's an- 
ſwers, he took care now to own nothing, ex- 
cept that he touch'd Miſs Cadiere's two ribs 
which he ſaid were raiſed above the reſt by a 
ſuperabundance of graces; but that however 
he only felt them through the handkerchief 
which ſhe wore about her neck. 
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Upon this ſhe was immediately re-examined 
March 6 and declared that ,fhe inſiſed on the 
truth of ber laſt anſwers beginning Feb. 27. and 


4 totboſe ſhe had given in before, both to the Com- 


mittee of Parliament and to the Chancellor of the Dio- 
ceſe, as well as her depoſition taten before the Crimi» 
nal Jauge, that fbe renounced them ſo far as they 
contained any thing contrary to her laſt anſwers z 
having been perſuaded to them by the Prior of the 
Carmelites, on her giving him an account of Father 
Girard's holy and innocent behaviour to her. 
The ſame day, nay, upon the Spot, they 
confronted Father Girard with the Plaintiff, the 
event of which is as ſingular as the aboveſaid 
re · examination. For Father Girard, without 
propoſing any Objection againſt Miſs Ca- 
diere, heard her laſt anſwers and re- examination 
read, and then ſaid that nothing had ever paſſed 
between him and her but what was very pure and 
modeſt, that he looked upon her as a holy young 
woman and defign'd ts carry her to perfection, and 
that without eniring into a detail of all that is 
contained in Miſs Cadiere's unſtwers, for which he 
refers to bis own, he in general aſſures them of the 


purity of his Imentions, and that Spirit of religion 


with which he {poke, writ, and atted. Miſs Cadiere 
on her part faid, that ber atfwers of Feb. z. 
aud her additions to the re-exammation contained 


the truth, declaring that ſhe neuer obſerved any 


thing in Father Girard but what was very pure 
and holy, aſſuring them likewiſe of the purtty of ber 
Intentious. Tis pity this fine tale is contradicted 
by the whole proceedings, by Father Girard's - 
own Conceſſions, and by the Leiters of both 
parties. | . 3 N 


Mean 
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Mean while the Committee continued to 
confront witneſſes with Miſs Cadiere, ro the num- 
ber of forty ſix; and as ſhe had been treated with 


great violence and threats all this time, not 
only ſhe was not allowed to make any Objec- 
tions againſt the witneſſes, though ſhe had ſame 
very pertinent ones; but we find beſides this 
ſurpriſing Contraſt, that while by theſe means 
the Plaintiff agreed with the Deſendant in 
ing that nothing but what was very 'pious 
and holy had paſt between them, che witneſſes, 
whom they confronted ' with her, conſtantly 
maintained the Heinous facts and enormous 
'erimes which they had before ſworn to, and 
"which are very contrary to all the rules of in- 
nocence and purity. r 5 
On the 20. of March the Committee being 
ready to ſet out for Ollioales in order to re- exa- 
mine and confront the Nuns of St. Clare, a- 
mong whom Miſs Cadiere had lived for three 
months and 4 half; the being, upon that occa- 
fon, allowed a little more liberty made before 
them a renunciation upon Oath of all ' chat ſhe 
had faid from Feb. 27. till then; in contradiction 
to her Depoſition and her anſwers of Feb. 25. and 
26. and declared that it was at firſt of all the 
effect of the Potion they gave her which had 
diſorder'd her Senſes, and that both at firſt, 
afterwards, and even then, they endeavoured to 
force her to hetray the truth by the violence 
wherewith they uſed her, and their threats of 
worle treatment if ſhe did not ſay as they would 
have her: and that in proper time and place 
the world ſhould know the perſons who had 
abuſed her in ſo unjuſtifiable a manner: but it is 

no hard matter to gueſs at them. | 
G 2 On 
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On the 11th of the ſame month when the 
Committee went to Olliouies Mais Cadiere was | 
carried thither by the Sheriff's Officers; a 
guard very unbecoming her Innocence, nay-un- 
conformable to the order of Court for perſonal 
Appearance, unjuſt as it is. The Regiſter. of 
the Biſhop's Court ſet out before them betimes 
in the morning, nor could the rain ſtop him; 
his buſineſs was to carry two Letters to Ollioules, 
one to the Ladies of St. Clare to perſuade them 
to retract what they had ſworn, and the other 
to the Superior of the Ur/ulizes into whoſe 
hands Miſs Cadiere was to be put, deſiring her 
to leave nothing untried to force her to a freſh 
recantation in favour of Father Girard, and for 
that purpoſe to ule all kind of means, even ill 
treatment. In effect, when Miſs Cadiere came 


to Ollioules, ſhe was put into the Convent of 


the Ur/ulines, and clapt up in a room that ſtunk 
intolerably, without any other furniture than a 
little rotten ſtraw to cover the ground, having 
till ſhe came been the lodging of a mad woman, 
whom they then remove. 
The better to perſuade the Ladies of St. 


Clare to retract, they told the Abbeſs and ſeve- 


ral of the Nuns, on one hand, that the Plaintiff 


had dropt her Suit, concealing the circumſtan- 


ces of the foreſaid variation, as well as her re- 
tractation of it; and on the other hand, that all 
the witneſſes at Toulon had retracted all the facts 
which they had ſworn againſt Father Girard; 
though they knew there was not one of them 
had varied from their firſt evidence. Were 
there ever ſo many little arts employed to ſtifle 
the truth and oppreſs innocence? But the 
Ladies anſwered with a holy conſtancy that no

conſideration ſhould make them betray the cauſe 
of truth; and that far from retracting what they 
had ſaid in their depoſitions they were reſolved 
now to add to them all that the Chancellor had 
omitted. And accordingly it appears by their 
re- examination that they added ſeveral very ma- 
terial and weighty Facts againſt Father Girard. 
When the re · examination and confronting of 
the Nuns of St. Clare was over, and the Com- 
mittee returned to Aix, Miſs Cadiere was carried 
thither by the Sheriff's Officers and confined to 
a Monaſtery where ſhe ſtill remains. Tis re- 
markable that while ſhe was upon the road, at- 
tended and guarded in a manner reſerved only 
for ſuch as are guilty of the greateſt crimes; 
where they lodged all night, one Fougue, who 
commanded the party of Horſe, would needs ly 
in Miſs Cadiere's Chamber, under pretence that 
he had orders for ſo doing; ſo that ſhe and her 
Mother, who accompanied her, finding a Gen- 
tleman in their bed- chamber were obliged to fit 
up all night; which is a very uncommon inſtance 
of violence. i" f : e 
Three or four days after Miſs: Cadiere was put 
into the Monaſtery at Aix, an unſubſcribed Let- 
ter was brought her by a young Gentleman dreſt 
in gray clothes and wearing a Sword. The 
Contents of it follow: * My dear, I am every 
day more and more ſurpriſed at thy conduct 
© in continuing to inform all the world of thy 
own folly. Wilt thou go on till a definitive 
© Sentence make thee ſtill more odious in the 
© eyes of every one? The thing has made too 
© much noiſe, thou wilt ſay; but it will make

ſurpriſe her into « retradtation; and beſides, the 


letter, tho' dated at Toslorn, could be written no 
where but at Aix, ſeeing it is dated the 16th of 
March, and directed to Miſs Cadiere in the Mo- 
naſtery of the Viſitation at Aix now, on the 
16th of March ſhe was at Oslioules, and it could 
not then be known at Taulon that ſhe would be 
carried to that particular Monaſtery at dir ; 
which proves this Letter to be of a piece with 
the reſt of the Jeſuits Management through che 
This is the true State of Miſs Cadiere's' Cale, 
by which we may ſee how dangerous a thing it

And not only fo, but 
have uſed the baſcſt arts to get that Puniſhment 
inflicted upon an innocent abuſed young Lady 
which is due to her vile Seducer? | 

The Proceedings againſt her have been carri- 
ed on directly contrary to the Laws of the Coun- 
try. For according to them, no Judge whether 
Civil, Criminal, or Eccleſiaſtical can enter any 
perſon's houſe to make enquiry into any matters 
of fact, even in caſes of robbery, till an Infor- 
mation be previouſly | lodged. Vet this was 
done by the Chancellor of the Biſhop's Court in 
Miſs Cadiere's Caſe. Which procceding of his is 
alſo * and an unwarrantable encraachment 
on the King's Courts of Juſtice, becauſe being a 
lay-perſon ſhe is not under the juriſdiction of the 
Biſhop's Court. Bur whar renders this ſtep the 
more grievous and unjuſtifiable is that the 
cellor ame to Miſs Cadiere's hounſe attended by 
a Train of followers very diſhonourable to the 
character of. a young Lady, with no other view 
but to interrogate her upon what had paſſed 
between her and father Girard, and to force her 
by the ſolemn obligation of an oath to defame 
her ſelf. And of what fatal conſequence might 
it not prove to authorize the Judge of a Biſhopꝰs 
Court in ſuch a ſtep? In what a terrible con- 
dition ſhould we be, did it depend on the indiſ- 
cretion or tnalice of an Eccleſiaſtical Judge to 
difgrace whole families at once by interrogating 
our daughters in ſuch a manner? And does not 
this baſe conduct of the Chancellor deſerve a 
ſevere Animadverſion from the Parliament? 

He likewiſe acted directly contrary to — 
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beginning the proceedings by putting Interroga· 
— * to Mis Cadiere. Tr was no leſs illegal in 
the Proctor ro comprehend her, the Acculer, 
implicitly in theſe words of his Petition; order 
the Criminals to be puniſted, ſeeing ſhe as a lay- 
perſon is not ſubject to the Kecelefiaſtical Courts 
as alſo to hear ſo many falſe: evidences in favour 
of Father Girard, before any were ſworn to ſup- 


= the Charge brought againſt him. Nor can 


e pretend that he did not know on which fide 
they would give their evidence; for it is noto- 
rious that in criminal Caſes it is always very well 
known before a witneſs be judicially examined 
what facts he will ſwear to. Add to all this the 
moſt grievous Oppreſſion that runs through the 
whole management and proceedings of the Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Judge and his Proctor. The Circum- 
ſtances we have already taken notice of in the 
Caſe make it evident beyond diſpute that they 
are guilty of the moſt ſhameful. injuſtice, and 
have acted all along with no other view but to 
favour the criminal and. cruſh the innocent. 
Witneſs the violence and menaces wherewith 
they have haraſſed this poor young creature, yet 


a minor F deſtitute of all friends, counſel and 


ſupport, confined in a place devoted to the in- 
tereſts of her bittereſt enemies, under the Direc- 
tion of the Jeſuits, and of a Superior whoſe Bro- 
ther is one of that order, and where moſt of the 
Nuns are actually Father Girard's Penitents, par- 
ticularly the lay-ſiſter Guia] who waited upon 
her; whom he perſuaded to uſe all means, fair 
or foul, to procure him '1mpunity, and made 
them even write letters to the Nuns of St. 
Clare to ſuborn them. Witneſs the arts uſed by the

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+ I France they are not of age till ius and tuenty. 
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Jeſuits to force her to retraft, her bcing refuſed 
a Confeſſor, and the alternative propoſed to her 
by Father de Sabatier attended by another Jeſuit 
and two witneſſes; witneſs the ill . ſhe was 
treated with in the two Convents of Ur/alines, 
that at Toulon, and that at Ollioules, in which 
laſt ſhe was confined to a ſtinking room, with- 
out any thing to lie upon but a little rotten ſtraw 
in a corner upon the ground; witneſs the infa- 
mous guard by which ſhe was attended, and the 
rudeneſs of the Officer who was order'd to lie in 
her bed-chamberz witneſs the anonymous Let» 
ter ſent her at Aix to perſuade her to retract, 
and all the injuries and vexations with which ſhe 
has been tormented ſince the unhappy fatal mo- 
ment that the Chancellor, in abuſe of Juſtice 
it ſelf, forced her to publiſh her own ſhame, and 
the infamous crimes of her Confeſſor, who in- 
ſtead of being puniſhed as he deſerves has been 
treated with ſuch peculiar Mildneſs as ſeems, if 
it is not, a meer Contempt and Deriſion of Juſ- 
tice. He enjoys his full Liberty, preaches, 
confeſſes, ſays Maſs every day, and performs all 
the functions of his Office. Yer this is the Man 
that is accuſed, nay, manifeſtly convicted of Qui- 
etiſm, Enchantment and Sorcery, Raviſhment, 
ſpiritual Inceſt with his Penitents, Procurement 
of Abortion and Subornation of Perjury. Good 

God, what a complication of horrid crimes ! 
Quietiſm is an Error, which under pretence 
of an immediate and intimate Union with God, 
places the higheſt perfection of the Soul in a 
paſſive and indolent contemplation ; conſiders 
the exerciſe of the Chriſtian Virtues, and vocal 
prayer not only as uſeleſs, but even as imperfec- 


tions, and obſtacles to the operation of the Di- 
vino 
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vine Spirit; takes away all Will in the Creature 
d its co-operation ; allows all inſtances of de- 
bauchery as indifferent actions, which ought not ſa 
much as to be deliberated upon, or rather ſhould 
be conſidered as advantageous; orders the fre- 
quent uſe of the Sacraments, and even daily Com- 
munion without any preparation. This is the 
infernal Mother of that monſtruous Brood which 
is laid at Father Girard's door; and is not this the 
moſt damnable and moſt fatal of all hereſies, which 
ſaps the very foundations of Chriſtian Morality, 
proſcribes the exerciſes of all the Goſpel-virtues, 
and authorizes the practice of every vice? g 
The origin of it is attributed to ſome Eaſtern 
Monks, but it has been revived in almoſt every 
age of the Church. However, it made the 
greateſt progreſs and obtained its higheſt repu- 
tation by the means of Michael Molinos, who 
wrote two books in favour of it, intitled, The 
Spiritual Guide, and The daily Communicant ; by 
which, and by his Manuſcripts, his Sermons, 
and his Direction, he canſed it to be long re- 
ſpected even round the Throne and before the 
eyes of the Vicar of Jeſus Chriſt. Then it was 
that under the dazzling Appearances of Devotion, 
and frequently even in places conſecrated to re- 
ligious worſhip, Rome ſaw the moſt infamous 
crimes committed by Molinos upon his Penitents, 
as well as by his followers. The prodigious 
progreſs of the contagion, which had already 
infected ſome of the higheſt heads, obliged the 
Inquiſition with the Aſſiſtance of Innocent XI. to 
remedy ſo violent an evil by * the Au- 
thor of it. So by a Bull in the year 1687 this 
hereſy was anathematized, and its Author con- 
demned to perpetual impriſonment in which he 
died. Tis to be ſuppoſed that the Protection

which the nature of his moral doctrines had 
procured him, ſaved his Body from the flames he 


ſo well deſerve . N 
This error is too agreeable to a corrupt 
heart to be entirely rooted out at once, and 


accordingly it was ſoon revived in Fance by ſe- 


veral Books. The Author Þ of The Explication of 
the Maxims of the Saints, having adopted ſome of 
the principles of Quietiſm, Louis XIV: a Prince 
who made himſelf truly great, no leſs by his 
virtues and his zeal for Religion, than by his im- 
mortal actions of valour; requeſted the condem- 
nation of them from Innocent XII. who pro- 
nounced it by his Bull of March 12. 1699. The 
King thanked his Holineſs for ſuch a favour, 
and by a Proclamation regiſtered in the Parlia- 
ment of Paris, immediately ordered his Sentence 


to be executed; and in 1700 the Bull was re- 


ceived by the whole Clergy of France. 


Now Father Girard is by the proceedings. 


fully convicted of Quietiſm, and of having taught 
all the pernicious principles of that hereſy to 
his penitents; whom he ſo carefully and tho- 
roughly inſtructed in them, that the profoundeft 
Divine among the Quietiſts could not have ſpoke 


more knowingly, or given a better Account of 


themz than ſome of thoſe Ladies did in their 


Depoſitions. Beſides, are not his Letters full of 


Quietiſm, as well as gallantry? What elſe can 
be the meaning of theſe words in the famous 
one of July 22d, Forget your ſelf and be entirely 
Paſſive? In ſhort, his own Conduct and that of 
his Penitents, is a compleat pattern of Quietiſm,

and a clear demonſtration of his guilt. 
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+ The celebrated Archbiſhop of Cambray, who made a pu 7. 
lic recagtatien of thei, W 
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With reſpect to the Charge of Enchantment 
and Sorcery, if it be a fault in one extreme to 
believe every thing, it is a greater one in the 
other to believe nothing. Tis certain that peo- 
ple often attribute to witchcraft, what is only 
the effect of a heated or diſordered Imagination, 
or elſe of the Roguery of ſome concerned: but 


it does not follow that there is no ſuch thing 


at all as Sorcery. In ſhort, the Holy Scripture, 
the Goſpels, the Acts of the Apoſtles, Eccle- 
ſiaſtical and Prophane Hiſtory contain number- 
Jeſs Inftances of it; and it would be robbing the 
Son of God and his Apoſtles of the glory of 
their moſt celebrated Miracles to deny the poſſi- 
bility of it. The Roman Law, the Canon Law, 
the Councils, and the Statutes of this Kingdom, 
which have ſo carefully determined the Nature 
and Puniſhment of Sorcery, will not allow us 
to believe it impoſſible. Were it ſo, why ſhould 
the Church have appointed and regulated the 
forms of Exorciſing? Ought we not to believe 


the dying Confeſſions of ſo many Criminals con- 


demned for Magic and Sorcery, which they 
have ſealed with their own blood? And what 
muſt we ſay to all the Sentences of Death pro- 
nounced by the ſeveral Parliaments of France 


upon ſuch as have been convicted before them of 


this crime, and particularly upon ſuch a number 
of Prieſts who had made ule of Sorcery for the 


fame purpoſe as Father Girard? muſt they be 
treated as Illuſions by this Jeſuit, who now af- 
fects to act the Unbeliever out of mere neceſſity, 


and to deny the very being of an Art in which 


he is a Maſter? 


Add to all theſe the Teſtimony of the Fa- 
thers; will he call them Viſionaries too? Let us 
then

then oppoſe him with Authorities of greater 
weight, and convince a Jeſuit out of the mouths 
of Jeſuits. Do not ſeveral of them prove the 
exiſtence of Magic and Sorcery by unanſwerable 
Arguments? And do not they ſay that it is ac- 
quired by an expreſs or tacit Compact with the 
Devil, and that the moſt ſacred things in Re- 


ligion, even the Hoſt it ſelf, are often uſed in 


Enchantments? For which reaſon the Council 
of Latran ordered the Box in which the Hoſt is 
kept, and the holy Oil for Baptiſm to be carefully 
guarded under Lock and Key, for fear they ſhould 
be abuſed by. Sorcerers and Wizards. 
Several Phyſicians affirm that their Art teaches 
the knowledge of Simples and Druggs, which 
have the virtue of exciting Love; bur it is {till 
more certain that this is frequently the effect of 
Sorcery : And therefore the Emperor Conftantine 
made a ſevere Law againſt thoſe who by means 
of Magic or Sorcery violated a Perſon's Chaſtity, 
or inſnared any one into a criminal paſſion. We 
find in Baſſet, that the Cure of Peiſaue falling 
in love with the Lady of the place, by Sorcery 
procured the enjoyment of her, and that by 
means of a Sugar-plumb which he gave her to 
eat; that the moment ſhe had ſwallowed it, ſhe 
found her ſelf tranſported with fondneſs for him, 
and ſo gave her ſelf up to his embraces : for 
which crime the Parliament of Grenoble ſentenced 
him to be burnt alive. Is it not proved by the 
proceedings againſt Gaufridy, who was burnt by 
order of the Parliament of Provence in 1611, that 
he enchanted his Penitent Magdelen de la Palud by 
breathing upon her, and ſo got poſſeſſion of her 
perſon? | ; rey FR 
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We need not therefore be ſurprized that Fa- 
ther Girard, that fatal day he breathed upon 
Miſs Cadiere in the Jeſuits parlour, inſpired her 
with ſuch a violent paſſion for him, that ſhe at 
once owned her ſelf conquered; and conſented 
to yield to his pleaſure. = 

And indeed, is it credible that a young Lady 
of eighteen, as Miſs Cadiere then was, ſhould 
without witchcraft fall in love with an old 
Prieſt of fifty, who it muſt be owned has no- 
thing about his perſon to charm or ſeduce a 
pretty Girl? that ſhe ſhould run into ſuch an ex- 
travagant paſhon for him! nay, endeayour to 
run away after him; and by night too ! 

As to Miſs Cadiere's frequent Viſions; it is 
proved by the proceedings that ſeveral more of 
Father Gzrard's penitents had ſuch as well as 


| ſhe. But the queſtion is, to what cauſe are 


they to be attributed? _ | 
We own that an imagination too much heated 
with devotion; and the reading of certain enthu- 
fiaſtical books may produce them z nay, that they 
are a neceſſary cffect of Quietiſm, as we find 
in the lives of ſeveral of that Set. But we 
know alſo that there are ſome Souls ſo pure and 
fo highly favoured of God, that he ſeems to 
anticipate their happineſs, and to give them a 
previous View of his Glory in holy viſions : 
why may we not then refer Miſs Cadiere's to 
ſuch a cauſe, as Father Girard himſelf did during 
all the time of his direction? Bur the Diſcovery 
of his ſecret practices forbids ſuch a favourable 
Conſtruction; and fince theſe Viſions cannot 
be attributed ro an Angel of Light, they 
muſt come from an Angel of Darkneſs, _ 
5 | be 
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pe another proof as well as effect of Father Cj- 

rard's Sorcery. And to the ſame cauſe muſt we 
aſcribe the Fits of Poſſeſſion with which Miſe 
Cadiere, and ſeveral more of our Confeſſor's fa- 
vourite Penitents were afflicted. e 
And how can this Jeſuit deny that he is the 
Author of their being poſſeſſed ? For, Fir 


ſeeing he is convicted of Sorcery, to whom would 


he have us attribute them but to himſelf ? 
Secondly, Miſs Cadiere's Anſwers to the Exor- 
ciſms fully prove it upon him, For whence is 
it that her convulſions and pains increaſed when 
they came to theſe words in the Litany, Sancte 
Fobannes Baptiſta, which is this Confeſſor's 
name, and Sancta Catbarina which is her own? 
Whence comes it that when the Prieſt who 
exorciſed her, ſaid to her in Latin, dic mibi no- 
men tuum; | Tell me thy Name; | ſhe anſwered 
John Baptiſt Girard, and repeated it as often as 
ſhe was asked the queſtion? Whence comes it 


that when the Prieſt commanded the Devil to 


come out of her, and ſaid to her in Latin, h 
binders thee from coming out? She anſwered, Un- 
cleanneſs ? Does not all this prove that the bond 
of this fatal Union between the Director and 
his Penitent was Sorcery, the deſign of it 
Uncleanneſs, and the Author Father Girard? 
Whence comes it that Ja Laugier in the Tranſ- 
ports and furious fits of poſſeſſion would often cry 
out, Go fetch that Devil the Father Reftor, that 
be may deliver me out of this condition ſince he put 
me into it? Whence comes it, in ſhort, that 
there are none poſſeſt but this Father's Penitents? 
And laſtly, how comes it that Miſs Cadiere in 
her letter-of July 24th, which Father Girard 
himſelf produced, and thereby approved 8 
a N 1 
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whole contents of it, according to a maxim in 
our Law, reproached him with being the Au- 
thor of the Condition ſhe was in, particularly of 
her being poſſeſſed, and that he in his letters ne- 

ver diſowned it? | | | 
Nor need we long doubt who was the Au- 
thor of her Transfigurations, and the Stigmas or 
Prints of our Saviour's Wounds which ſhe had 
in her left ſide, her feet and hands, and the 

bleeding mark of the Crown of thorns upon her 
head. We are not ignorant that God may im- 
preſs Stigmas upon fuch as he is pleaſed to di- 
ſtinguiſh by thoſe marks of predilection. Seve- 
ral Saints have been honoured with them; but 
the diſcovery of this myſtery of iniquity will not 
allow us to aſſign Miſs Cadiere's to any other 
Cauſe than Father Girard's Sorcerrr. 
Her knowledge of the fecrets of the heart muſt 
alſo proceed from the Devil, into whoſe power 
our Confeſſor had delivered up his penitent. For 
though it be a queſtion whether or no the Devil 
can fee into futurity, and certainly foreknow ſuch 
things efpecially as depend upon the will and 
choice of free Agents; yet no body ever pre- 
tended to doubt his being perfectly acquainted 
with all things paſt, or his power to reveal them 
to his Servants for the carrying on his own de- 

ſigns. a | 
be Facts above advanced being plainly prov'd 
in Court by great numbers of witneſſes, are ſuf- 
ficient to fix the two Charges of Quietiſm and 
Sorcery upon Father Girard. By means of theſe 
be deluded and debauched his innocent Penitents, 
particularly Miſs Cadiere, ſo that the aforeſaid 
Crimes are here to be conſidered only as aggra- 
|  yationg 
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him upon the, body of the Plaintiff. ED 
As Inceſt, Adultery, and other Crimes of that 

nature, are committed in private, the law does 

not require the evidence of eye-witneſfles for 


conviction, but is ſatisfied with preſumptions, 
and the proof of particular facts from which the 


perpetration of the crime may be inferred. And 


indeed, the greateſt libertines, and even thoſe 
who glory in their wickedneſs, avoid all witneſ- 
ſes of their guilt; much more are all that be- 
long to the Church, Prieſts, Regulars, and Con- 
feſſors, and eſpecially ſuch as ſet up for the prac- 
tice of the ſevereſt virtue, obliged by their 

rofeſſion and a regard for their reputation, to 

e ſtill more careful to ſave appearances. Ac- 


cordingly for this very reaſon all the Caſuiſts are 


of opinion, that preſumptions are a ſufficient 
proof of ſuch crimes. Let us now enquire whe- 
ther the facts proved upon Father Girard and the 
ſtrong preſumptions againſt him are of force 
enough to convict him of the. Spiritual Inceſt 


and Procurement of Abortion which he is charged 
with. Never was fuller Evidence brought in a 


Caſe of this nature, and he muſt renounce the 
uſe of his reaſon who can reſiſt the clearneſs and 
ſtrength of ir. - 
Our firſt preſumption is taken from the avowed 
Principles of the Jeſuits. We would gladly have 
ſpared the Society all general reflcQions, of 


which there are enow public and in every bo- 


dy's hands; but we ſhould betray our Client's 
-auſe if we deprived her of the Advantages 


ſhe may draw from their Moral writings, which 
every one knows are but too indulgent to this 


favourite paſſion. And if the inclination 3 |

vations of the Spiritual Inceſt committed by 
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the heart to pleaſure be ſo natural and ſo ſtrong, 
that the moſt rigid virtue is ſometimes born down 
by it, how ſhall we reſiſt the violence of this 
paſſion, if we find no principle within to oppoſe 
it, no curb to ſtop its career, and when we do 
not think we tranſgreſs our duty in gratifying 
it? And now, does not the Accuſation ſeem half 
proved already by the very character of the Cri- 
minal ? | 
The ſccond preſumption againſt him is founded 
on his continual frequenting of Miſs Cadiere's 
company for above eighteen months together, as 
related in the caſe. Is the Conſcience of a young 
Votary like a Ship in a tempeſtuous and dangerous 
Sea, which requires the Pilot to be continually at 
the helm? Or were thoſe frequent viſits the pure 
Effect of a Confeſſor's Charity? Are not the Ca- 
nons which forbid Eccleſiaſtical perſons to keep 
company with women, binding upon the Jeſuits? 
Are ſuch prudent precautions neceſſary only for 
ſecular Prieſts, and all other Regulars but them? 
and are the Jeſuits abſolutely inſenſible? No, the 
Author of their Inſtitution was of a different 
mind, when he ordered that they ſnould not be 
allowed to viſit women but in caſes of great ne- 
ceſſity, or in hopes of ſome very conſiderable 
advantage; he ſeemed to think the company 
of women might be full as dangerous to the 
virtue of a Jeſuit as of any other Churchman. 
And is there no reaſon to apprehend, leſt a Con- 
feſſor, whoever he be, that by an aſſiduous at- 
tendance upon his Penitent imitates the Com- 
plaiſance of a fond Lover for his Miſtreſs, ſnould 
be tempred to carry the imitation a little further ? 
The third preſumption is founded on the fre- 
quent viſits which he made to her at Ollioules, 10 
G 18 
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his ſpending whole days there; his locking him- 
ſelf up with her in her chamber, in the parlour, and 
in the Church, together with his whole beha- 
viour while he was there. N 

The fourth preſumption ariſes from his wri- 
ting to her every day while ſhe was at Ollioules, 
at the ſame time that he made her ſuch frequent 
and ſuch long viſits. We would fain know what 
opinion we ought to entertain of a Confeſſor, 
who carries on ſuch a conſtant correſpondence 
by letters with a handſome young Devotee; and 
particularly how a Jeſuit can defend this, who 
is ſo ſtrictly forbid by the rules of his order to 
write to any woman, except in a caſe of urgent 
neceſſity. 

The fiſth is ſupported by the Nature of thoſe 
Letters. If the great number he wrote to her 
be a preſumption againſt him, ſure the nature of 
them muſt amount to full conviction. For 
all the Caſuiſts agree that if Love letters be found 
in the cuſtody of a woman, maid or pallant, 
that alone is ſufficient Proof of a criminal cor- 
reſpondence. And if the Jeſuit had not taken 
the fraudulent E of recovering his letters 
to this young Lady, we ſhould have had a cu- 
rio1s Journal of this Amour, which would have 
ſayed us the trouble of producing any other 
proofs of his guilt. But his Letter of July 22d, 
which by a kind of miracle happened not to be 
returned with the others, ſufficiently ſhows the 
nature of the reſt, We ſhall only quote a few 
paſſages out of it, and make ſome Koo reflec 
tions upon them. 

This, my dear Child, is the third Letier in 
three days; in a little while I ſhall proba» 
bly be incapable of doing any thing but for her to

make upon this Letter ſays, that hy this paſſage 
he meant that Se, denial which is recommended 
in the Goſpel. But is it thus, he explains the 
Goſpel to his Penitents? There have been a 


great many Commentators on the Goſpels, but 


none of them cver thought of putting ſuch a 
conſtruction on theſe words, let bim deny himſelf, 
or drew from them ſuch a Maxim for the Uſe 
of married women and maids as this, Forget your 
ſelf, and be entirely paſſive. Such a Commentary 
could never have been made but in a Letter of 
gallantry. And is not this that downright Qui- 
etiſm, which our Confeſſor preached and recom» 
mended to his Penitent, in order to baniſh all 
her Scruples? W hat precedes and what follows 
this paſſage is a demonſtration of it. Have no

muſs obey in every thing as my little child who 
thinks nothing difficult that her Father requires. 
This with the {ſequel ſufficiently explains his 
motives for beginning with the warmeſt ex-

Our Jeſuit. has made a very ſingular note 


upon this paſſage, which I muſt give in his 


own words: Father. Girard for @ great while 
had not ſeen. either her ſiiomas, or her ſwelled 
ribs, and theſe he calls bis own. Good God, 
what a fruitful ſource of reflexions have 
we here! If he called theſe Bis own, then 
he muſt have cauſed them by his Sorcery.

Adieu, my dear Child, pray God for your father, 
gour brother, your friend, your ſon, and your ſer- 
want. Surely all theſe titles are ſufficient to engage 
a good-natur's heart, How well this Jeſuit 
knows the way to the heart, and all the arts 


proper to move it! 


Now, is not this letter written from one end 
to the other, with an air of pleaſantry and gallan- 
try, with the moſt delicate and paſſionate ſenti- 
ments of the tendereſt affection? Is not this one 
of thoſe Love- letters which all our Caſuiſts 
agree is a certain proof of an unlawful com- 
merce? And if this rule holds good with re- 
ſpect to lay-perſons, how much ſtronger is it 
in the caſe of a Confeſſor? a Confeſſor who 
wore an outſide of the auſtereſt virtue, whom 
ſo many reaſons ought to have reſtrained from 
writing ſuch letters as can be attributed to 
nothing but the violence of a blind indulged 
paſſion; nay, he was ſo ſenſible this letter was 
criminal, that he durſt not ſubſcribe it. ;

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Of the ſame ſtamp were moſt of thoſe he

'Tis in vain for Father Girard to pretend 
that he delivered to the Commiſſioners of Parlia- 
ment ſixteen of the letters he recovered, that 
they contain nothing unjuſtifiable, and that we 
ought to explain that of July 22. by them. 

For in the firſt place we defy him by any art, 
or any comment to juſtify that of July 22. 

Secondly, whence comes it that of an hun- 
dred letters written by him to Miſs Cadiere 
during the three months and an half that ſhe 
remained in the Convent at Ollioules, as is evi- 
dent from that of July 22, he produces only ſix- 
teen? and why does not he produce all the reſt? 
His pretence for it is an admirable one. They 
have ſome relation, ſays he, to the Plaintiff's 
Confeſſions, and therefore muſt not be ſhown. 
But what probability is there that theſe letters 
ſhould treat of ſuch Subjects, when we ſee 
their correſpondence turned upon things of a 
quite different nature? What occaſion had he 
to write any thing about her Confeſſions, while 
he viſited her twice or thrice a Week? Or in- 
deed what occaſion had ſuch a proficient in 
Quietiſm, which makes all actions indifferent, 
for Confeſſions at all? This then is the idleſt 
excuſe he could make, and to convince the 
world that it is ſo, and to ſtop his falſe mouth, 
| ſhe challenges him to produce them whether 
they relate ro her Confeſſions or no. And in- 
deed, what meaſures has ſhe to keep, as the 
caſe ſtands with her? - |

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In the third piace, it is certain and cannot 


be doubted that the ſixteen letters which he 


has produced are none of thoſe he wrote to 
her, but counterfeits. e 
For proof of this we need only conſider, 
Firſt, that if his letters to Miſs Cadiere had con- 
tained nothing bad, nothing but what was pure 
and holy, he would hardly have uſed the precau- 
tion, when he placed her in the Convent at 
Ollioules, to ſtipulate with the Abbeſs that ſhe 
ſhould not examine his letters to her, nor hers 
to him; would he not rather have contented 
himſelf with 2 them paſs, as regularly 
they ought to have done, through the hands of 
the Abbeſs, if they had been edifying, or at 
leaſt not ſcandalous?

The Lady de 
Leſcot, Miſtreſs of the Novices, ſwears that ſhe 
ſaw and read the former: and as to the other, 
Mrs. Victoria Aubert depoſes that Miſs Cadiere 
ſhowed' her a Form of Confeſſion ſent her 
Father Girard. Theſe two facts, eſpecially that 
of the Form of Confeſſion, clearly prove the 
Jeſuit's unlawful Commerce with his Penitent 
for why ſhould he ſend her ſuch a Form, and 
forbid her ſaying any more than was contained 
in it, but for fear ſhe might otherwiſe diſcover 
his ſecret? Abominable! *•ͤ„ 
Sixthly, The real Letters which he recovered 
and ſuppreſſed muſt have been extremely paſſio- 
nate, and he muſt have been accuſtomed to write

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tender Lover; for though he has forged o- 


thers in their ſtead, yet he was incapable of

Ye Doctors of the Church, ye profound Ma- 
ſters of Evangelical Morality, ye timorous Di- 
rectors, who imagine that by the leaſt caſt of an 
eye, the leaſt privacy with a woman, all is loſt, and 
that Chaſtity can never triumph but by flight, 
here learn and own your Ignorance. Behold, an 
Angel of purity is come to inſtru&t us how we 
may gaze upon a lovely and beloved Fair one, 
ſtript ſtark naked, may contemplate her charms 
from top to toe, nay, even give her the Diſci- 
pline, without the leaft carnal emotion or dan-

What a miracle of Chaſtity muft 
Not ſo the Canons, the Caſuiſts, nay, the In-

For theſe reaſons the Confeſſion which Father 
Girard has made of his having been locked up

It is not to be ſuppoſed that Father Cirard 
confined his Affections to Miſs Cadiere alone, 
though ſhe was his principal favourite; his too 
libeial heart extended its influences to ſeve- 
ral others of his Penitents, with whom he took 
the ſame liberties that he uſed with her. It is 
notorious at Toulon and proved in the proceed - 
ings that this chaſt Director had formed to him- 
ſelf a little Seraglio of ſeven or eight ſtigmatized 
Devotees.

Father Girard is not the firſt Jeſuit that ever 
ſeduced his Penitent;. the Story of Father 
Mena too nearly reſembles his to 5 omitted in 
this place, He was a Jeſuir of very extraordinary 
talents, made fine Diſcourſes in the Pulpit, and 
in Converſation was always talking of God and 
Eternity; he was thin, pale, and hollow- eyed; 
his dreſs was little better than rags, and. he wore 
a huge roſary. 'This- Jeſuit falling in love 
with one of his Penitents at Salamanca who was 
very filly, told her God had revealed to him 
that it was his Pleaſure they two ſhould live to- 
gether in conjugal Union; but that it was ne- 
ceſſary to keep it a Secret from every body. 
She did not preſently ſwallow the Bait; and as 
he judged ſhe would not fail to conſult the 
Doctors of the Univerſity, he thought it pro- 
per to be beforehand with her; accordingly _

be went and told them that he had a very ſeru- 
pulous Penitent who iutended to conſult them 
Fur deſired that without hearing what ſhe had 
to ys they would order her implicitly to fol- 
low his Directions. As be had the Ræputation 
of uncommon merit and virtue, they did not in 
the leaſt ſuſpect him of any ill deſign; and there- 
fore when the Lady applied to them they told 
Her at once, without hearing her, that ſhe could 
not do better than comply with every thing Fa- 

ther Mena ſhould adviſe her to. The good ho- 
neſt woman concluded it mùſt needs be the Will 
of God, and ſo conſented to marry her Oonfeſſor. 
He had ſeveral children by her, yet till con- 
rinued to ſay Maſs, and to perfom all other ex- 
erciſes of piety; he read Leſſons of Morality to 
the College of Jeſuits, and kept his Miſtreſs in 
an Hermitage hard bp: „ 
The Inquiſition being informed of what had paſ- 
fd, ſeized Father Mena and clapt him into Goal, 
His impriſonment made a great noiſe in propote 
tion to the reputation he had quired” by his 
pretended fanftiry. The whole Society enga- 
| get in his defence, and by means of ſome certi- 
ates that Father Mena was very ill, got leave 

to remove him to their College where he might 
be better taken care of, and at the fame time 
de guarded by the Officers of the Inquiſition, 
As there was no poſſibility of ſtifling an affair 
that had raiſed ſo loud a clamour, they made 
uſe of this Stratagem to bring him off.

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were heard had honour and reſolution enough to 
reſiſt all ſolicitation and ſpeak the truth, the 
Chancellor left out of their depoſitions ſome af 
the moſt material facts, as has been proved. 
Father Girard was not content with engaging 
the Proctor to hear in his favour the Lady de 
Guerin Superior of the Ur/ulines, and the Lady 
de Cogolin, both actually his Penitents, the for- 
mer of whom has a Brother in the Order who.

It cannot be doubted that Father Girard pro- 
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cured this letter; both becauſe the only deſign [ 
of it being to ſave him by means of falſe wit- tc 
neſſes from the puniſhment due to his crimes, it F. 
can be attributed to no other; and becauſe le

theſe words, The Rector preſents Bis Reſpefts tb 
jou, prove that he was preſent when the Lady 
de Cogolin writ it, and that he dictated it to 
her: and laftly, becauſe that when this letter was 
proved to be really hers, ſhe owned that Father 
Girard and the Lady de Guerin made her write 
it; and this confeſſion gave occaſion to a Tragi- 
comical Farce which every body knows made 
noiſe enough in Toulon, and ended in ſomething 
worſe than tearing of Headclarhs and Hand- 
kerchiefs: ſo that Father Girard is hereby con- 
victed of procuring this letter to be written in 
drder to ſuborn'evidence. 01" 
The conſequence of this letter was that the 
Lady de Beauſſier the younger cauſed Mr. Por- 
talis a Prieſt, together with ſome Nuns as di- 
rected in the Letter, to be ſummoned in the 
proctor's name. In the evidence ſhe herſelf had 
given before the receipt of this letter, ſhe had 
not ſaid a word of the penſion, but took care 
to add it in her re-examination after it came to 
hand, and: ſuborned her eldeſt Siſter and the La- 
dy de Camelin the younger to do the ſame, 
though neither of them had given the leaſt 
hint of it in their former depoſitions.

his ſafety by Flight. Knowing that this man 
had a Siſter in the Convent at Ollioules, a very 
great intimacy with four or five more of the Nuns, 
and that he was upon theſe accounts the fitteſt 
perſon in the world to make them ſay any thing 
he had a mind in favour of Father Girard, they 
got him recalled, and a general indemnity grant - 
ed him, on condition he would do all in his 
power to bring off the Jeſuit. It is very natu- 
ral to be hearty in the ſervice of ſuch as are like 
our ſelves, and accordingly this Gentleman has 
exactly fulfilled the conditions of his Par- 
don. The Plot whereof he and the Lady de 
Beauſſier the younger were the contrivers and 
principal managers was executed in the follow- 
ing manner. 

They judged it would greatly invalidate the 
Evidence given by Marian Materone the Maid 
of the Convenr, if witneſſes were brought to 
ſwear that ſhe told them, that when ſhe ſur-

The plot thus 
concerted was executed by the Lady de Beauſ- 
fer the younger, Mr. Portalis the Prieſt, the 
Lady de Camelin the younger, all ſuborned as 
directed in the Lady de Cogolin's Letter, and by 
honeſt Father Aubany, who allo drew into 
the plot the Lady de Beauſſier the elder, his 
intimate friend, being aſſiſted in bringing her 
over by the ſolicitations of her Siſter who was 
commiſſioned for that purpoſe. Accordinggy

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the Lady de Beauſſier the elder, and the Lady de 
Camelin the younger in their depoſitions, and 
the Lady de Beauſſier the younger in her re-exa- 
mination, failed not to affirm that the Maid had 
told rhem that ſhe ſaw Father Girard kiſs Miſs 
Cadiere in the parlour, and that ſhe faw it 
through a hole in the latch of the door, in 
which there run a ſtring that ſhe cut; and that 


being reſolved to enquire into the truth of the 


fact, they went themſelves and looked at the 
door, and beſides cauſed it to be examined by 
Mr. Portalis and an Obſervantin Friar, who aſ- 
ſured them there was no ſuch thing as a hole; 
that two or three days after being deſirous to 
have the ſaid door examined once more, and 
more carefully, by the ſame perſons, to ſee if 
there were any hole, they found one newly 
made, and another juſt begun. Mr. Portalis 
alſo is clear that he examined the door twice o- 
ver at the deſire of the Ladies de Beauſſier and 
de Camelin, and that the firſt time there was no 
hole, but the ſecond there was one and half 
another. What is moſt ſingular is that Father 
Aubany, whom theſe Ladies never mentioned, 
having ſpoke only of an Obſervantin Friar, ſtarts 
up here of a ſudden and by his depoſition ſubſti- 
tutes himſelf in the room of this fame Friar, to 
act the part of a Surveyor in conjunction with 
Mr. Portalis, and affirms he examined the door 
twice over. Was there ever ſuch ſorry, pitiful 


management? Are not both the plor and the 


ſubornation obvious to half an eye? For, 

Firſt, none of theſe facts were ever thought 
of till after the receipt of the Lady de Cogolin's 
letter, which contained the directions and com- 
miſſion of ſubornation. Not one of them is fo 
much as hinted ar in the depoſitions prior to 
that letter, and the Nuns who had given in 
their Evidence before neyer thought of them 
till their re- examination. Secondly,

Secondly, one cannot help laughing at that 
piece of affectation in the two Ladies de Beauſſier 


and de Camelin to pretend that they had the 


door formally ſurveyed: why were they fo 
mighty careful to inyalidate the Maid's evi- 
dence?

Thirdly, Father Au ban, who had been the 
Guardian of his Convent, metamorphoſes him- 
ſelf into a Friar (or Brother) of the order, to 
fill up a vacancy and act the ſurveyor in con- 
junction with Mr. Portalis; though the Nuns 
who named the ſurveyors did not mention him 
but talked only of a Friar, who they ſaid had 
very good eyes. | 
Fourthly, what renders the whole Scheme 
uſeleſs is that the Maid never ſaid ſhe ſaw what 
paſſed between Father Girard and Miſs Cadiere 
in the parlour through a Hole in the latch of 
the door; but on the contrary, that it was by 
opening the door very ſoftly, and that ſhe ſaw them 
in the ſame poſture at the grate of the Choir. 
Laſtly, the Maid's teſtimony is corroborated 
by the evidence of three unexceptionable wit- 
neſſes, as has been proved. From all this it 
follows that the Proctor was their principal In- 
ſtrument of ſubornation, ſeeing he took the de- 
poſitions of ſeveral of theſe witneſſes, for no 
reaſon in the world but to procure evidence for 
the affair of the hole in the door, and the pre- 
tended penſion promiſed the Maid; and all in 
order to vindicate Father Girard. For ſhame! 
What a Proſtitution is this of a public office? 
But there is ſtill another ſtrong Proof that the 
Jeſuits are guilty of ſubornation of perjury. 
They made Siſter Gaudin, Siſter Portalis, and 
the Lady de Cogolin (whoſe letter ſufficiently 
ſhows her attachment to Father Girard her 
Confeſſor, and her concern for his Succeſs) ſay,

a Maxim in Law that a witneſs depoſing that 
he heard ſuch a perſon ſay ſo and ſo, is not to 


be credited any further than the faid perſon con- 


firms that evidence by his own) bur beſides, 
Magdalen Pauque being confronted with Mis. 
Cadiere affirmed, that ſhe never ſaid any ſuch thing 
zo theſe Ladies, and that it was a downright falſe- 
hood. 

In ſhort, it is undeniably proved that Father 
Aubany and Father Boutier, both Ob/ervantins 


and Emiſſaries of the Jeſuits, in abuſe of the 


Name and Authority of the Biſhop of Toulon, 
told the Abbeſs and ſeveral of the Nuns, that 
that Prelate was extremely angry with them for 
ſuffering their Maid to depoſe againſt Father 
Girard, and threatened that if any of them gave 
evidence againſt the Jeſuit, he would turn them 
out of the Convent in four and twenty hours: 
which gave the Abbeſs occaſion to anſwer that 
her Monaſtery, being a Royal one, did not de- 
pend upon my Lord Biſhop, and that they 
could not refuſe declaring the truth when Jul-

Theſe are all very evident Marks of Suborna- 
tion, without ſay ing any thing of thoſe which are 
not come to our knowledge. But we need not 
be ſurpriſed; *tis the ordinary defence of the Je- 


ſuirs in all criminal Actions, eſpecially - thoſe of 


this nature: nor is their conduct herein diffe- 
rent from their Maxims. The length of this 
Memorial will not allow us to add many in-

Caſe before us. | ag | | 
The College of Jeſuits at Granada having an 
Eſtate at a place called Caparacena, about fix 
miles from Granada, committed the care of it 
to a certain Friar of their Order. The Friar fell 
in love with a married woman of the place, and 
in order to carry on an amour with ber, employ- 
ed the Husband in manuring the ground, and 
even doubled his wages, that he might by this 
means keep him conſtantly at work in the fields, 
and ſo have both a freer and ſafer acceſs to his 
wife. He improved his time ſo well, that he 
ſoon got poſſeſſion of her. The husband, not- 
withſtanding his double wages, could not help 
being a little jealous of the Friar; and to make 
himſelf eaſy, reſolved to ſpoil the intrigue. 
But how to effect it was the difficulty; for the 
Friar was very fond of his wife, and ſhe was far 
from diſliking him. One day our Friar took a 
trip from Granada to viſit his Miſtreſs, and never 
doubring but her husband was buſy in the fields, 
went directly to the door, alighted, and went in. 
The Fair one was not coy, nor the Gallant ſlow 
in improving his Opportunity: but in the midſt 
of their happineſs, the injur'd husband, who 
probably had ſome notice of the Friar's intended 
viſit, and for that reaſon had conceal'd himſelf 
in the houſe, went up to his wife's bed-cham- 
ber and caught them in the very Act, ſtabbed 
the poor Friar, and then throwing up his Cap 
cried out, Away go Horns. As there was nothing 
but juſtice in the husband's conduct, which was 
moreover authoriz'd by the Law, and as the Friar 
was the only criminal, he immediately com- 
menced an Action in which he fully proved the 
Friar's unlawful Commerce with his wife, and 
made it appear that he killed him in the y + 
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Act with her. The Rector of the Jeſuits Col- 
lege at Granada was no ſooner informed of what 


had happened, but he preſented a Petition de- 
ſiring, that an Information might be lodged con- 


cerning the Murder of this Friar; and what by 


preſents and what by promiſes prevailed with all 


the witneſſes who had been heard at the hus- 
band's Requeſt to retract their depoſitions; and 
produced others to ſwear on one hand that the 
woman was in years, in order to make it be 
believed that ſne was old, and ſo to remove all 
ſuſpicion of an amour with her, though ſhe 
was then but eight and twenty; and on the 
other, that the Friar was a perfect Saint, and 
had his beads always in his hand, inceſſantly put- 
ting up his prayers to God. Theſe Evidences, 


who. ſtill 2 in their accuſation of him, 
ed without any pretence of reaſon. 
In ſhort, they carried it with ſo high a hand, 


were reje 


that the poor husband was found guilty and con- 
demned to be hanged for contumacy. After 
this Sentence was paſt and executed, the Jeſuits 
cauſed it and the Proceedings from which it 
reſulted to be printed, in honour to the memory 
of their chaſt and holy Brother, as well as the 
Society of which he was ſo worthy a Member. 

Wbat a ſtrong reſemblance is there between 
this Caſe and ours? In both we find the ſame 
Arts employed, the ſame language in the mouths 


of the ſuborned witneſſes, and particularly the 


ſame Encomiums of wiſdom, prudence, virtue 


and ſanctity laviſned upon Father Girard, though 


contradicted by above threeſcore unexceptio- 
nable witneſſes, by his own confeſſion, and lets 
ters under his hand; the defign is the ſame. in 
both; with this only difference, that in ours 
they have not yet been able entirely ro ſtifle: the 
truth, nor the glaring Proofs of it produced in 
the proceedings, in his letters and anſwers 


notwithſtanding all the unfair means that have 
e | N | hither- 
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hitherto been uſed, whether by the Subornation 
of evidence, or the ill treatment, violence and 
threats with which this poor young Lady has 
been haraſſed almoſt out of her life, and by 
which they forced her to retract the truth and 
betray her ſelf, notwithſtanding all thoſe other 
inſtances of vexation and oppreſſion which have 
ſo much irritated all the impartial world, that tbe 
reflection every body makes upon our hard caſe 
is, that Innocence is viſibly cruſhed in every re- 
ſpect, and that vice enjoys all the advantages of 


virtue. And indeed, who can without indigna- 


tion behold a Villain convicted of five or ſix ca- 
pital crimes, the leaſt of which deſerves a cruel 
death, Ware 1 to make his defence, en- 
joying his full liberty, ſaying Maſs, preaching, 
and confeſſing publickly at Toulon, the Scene of 


his Debaucheries, to the great ſcandal of the 


whole' world; while Miſs Cadiere, whoſe only 
Guilr conſiſts in being forced to accuſe a Crimi- 
nal who is too powerfully prote&ed, is bound 
over to a perſonal appearance, has been all along, 
and ſtill is confined to a Convent, ignominiouſly 
tranſported from place to place by the Sheriff's 
Officers, and abandoned to that Shame and Di- 
ſtreſs which ought to have been the Criminal's 
portion. Shall the Jeſuits then, the Jeſuits be 
the only Subjects of his Majeſty, whoſe Crimes 
the publick Juſtice of their Country dare not 
chaſtiſe? and muſt the Puniſhment juſtly due to 
them recoil upon their innocent Accuſers? 

Further; is it nor very ſurpriſing that the So- 
ciety, inſtead of diſowning ſo ſcandalous a Mem- 
ber, and abandoning him to the juſt reward of 


his Actions, ſhould adopt his Guilt, by employ- 


ing the ſtrongeſt Solicitations and the baſeſt Arts 
to bring him off with impuniry, and to cruſh 
that Innocence which he had abuſed? In the 
name of God, allow they might have defended 
him before he was legally convicted, while he 
88 was 
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was yet only accuſed of ſuch horrid crimes, and 


while the faint remains of a dying reputation in 
ſome meaſure favoured his innocence; but when 


his Guilt is evidently proved by the Proceedings, 
of which they cannot be ignorant, by his own 
confeſſion, and by letters under his hand, is it 
not both for the intereſt and the honour of the 
Society to give up a member who is ſo great a 
diſgrace to it? By ſuch a Conduct the Luſtre of 
that venerable Body would not have been ſullied 
in the leaſt; but now, do not they protect him 
as a guilty. Criminal, and becauſe he is ſo? and 
when we obſerve the pains they take to procure 
him impunity, have we not good reaſon to ſay, 
that he has offended no otherwiſe than as a Je- 
ſuit, and that the whole Society is bound to 
ſave him harmleſs? E 1400 
After all that has been ſaid and proved, will 
the Delinquent pretend, that this is nothing but 
a conſpiracy formed by Miſs Cadiere, her Bro- 
thers and the Prior v3 Carmelites, with, no 
other view but to ruin his Character? The Eva- 
ſion would be very ridiculous, For, ah 
In the firſt place, whom will he perſuade to 
believe that a young Lady, whoſe Reputation is 
in every other reſpect unblemiſhed, ſince even 
the Calumny of this Jeſuit and his Emiſſaries can 
find nothing in it to cenſure; that a young La- 
dy of a good family, with no inconſiderable 
fortune; who out of a virtuous Principle refuſ- 
ed ſeveral very honourable Matches, ſhould have 
formed the ridiculous project of acculing him 
in ſuch a manner, out of pure malice to him, or 
partiality for his enemies, without the hopes of 


reaping any other Fruit of it, but diſhonour to 


herſelf? that two Brothers, Prieſts, whoſe lives 
have always been very regular, ſhould reſolve to 


diſgrace their Siſter, diſgrace themſelves and their 


whole family? that the Prior of the Carmelites, 


who was but juſt come to Toulon, and was no 
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otherwiſe, no farther. concerned in the affair 
than in obedience to the Biſhop's commands, 
who entruſted the Direction of this young La- 
dy to his care; that he ſhould combine with 
them to accuſe a Jeſuit, whoſe crimes every ho- 
dy knows it is very difficult to puniſh? and 
that all of them ſhould wantonly and raſhly ex- 
poſe themſelves to all the conſequences of ſuch 
an accuſation, and all the trouble they have ſince 
undergone? One muſt have the imagination of 
a guilty Jeſuir to produce Ideas ſo monſtrous 
that they ſhock both ſound reaſon and common 
ſenſe. - "4130 WEE UNIT 5 
Secondly, There can be no ſuch plot, unleſs 
Father Girard be innocenr, and the whole charge 
againſt him an infamous calumny. Bur he is 
convicted of all the crimes of which he was 
accuſed, not only by above ſixty witneſſes, but 
by his own letters and by his own confeſſion. 
"How is the Pretence of a plot to be reconciled 

with ſuch ſtrong conviction ? n 
Laftly, If Miſs Cadiere could be ſuppoſed to 
have wantonly laid her complaint before the 
Criminal Judge, when ſhe might have buried 
her own ſhame and the villany of her Confeſ- 
ſor in eternal oblivion, we. will grant her con- 
duct might have been ſuſpected not of a ma- 
licious plot, but of extravagant folly: but it 
was not ſhe that revealed this myſtery of iniqui- 
ty; *ewas the Chancellor himſelf, who in viola- 
tion of the Laws, and by an Abuſe of his Of- 
fice that deſerves to be ſeverely puniſhed, forced 
her upon oath to diſcover it. Did not 
both ſhe. and her Brother throw themſelves at 
the Biſhop's feer, begging him for God's fake 
not to publiſh their Diſhonour? did not they 
employ the moſt powerful Intereſt in Toulon to 
diſſuade him from it ? and did not he give them his 
word of honour he would not do it? yet in de- 
ſpight of that, did not the Jeſuits themſelves, 
5 directed 
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directed by that ſpirit of infatuation which al- 
ways attends great crimes, prevail with him to 
proclaim the Scandal which it was ſo much their 


intereſt to ſuppreſs? If it were poſſible to ima- 


pine any conſpiracy in this affair, how many rea- 
ſons are there to ſuſpect one has been formed a- 

ainſt this unfortunate young Lady, to rob her 
of her Fortune and her Quier as well as her Ho- 


nour? 


Father Girard has the Aſſurance to pretend that 
Miſs Cadiere's Appeal againſt him aughr not to 
be received, and that none has a right to proſe- 
cute him but the Attorney General. This is the 
Refuge of a Criminal, who conſcious of his 
Guilt would have none' to ſue for the Puniſh- 
ment of it. Shall an Action of 'Raviſhment 
which by the only Law in the Code, De raptu 


virginum, as well as by our Statutes, is allowed 
to all women married or unmarried that have 


been debauched, be refuſed, in ſubverſion of 
all Rules, to a Penitent againſt: her Confeſſor, 
who by an abuſe of his ſacred office has delu- 
ded her whom he ought to have directed in the 
pa wer TT 9945 

If then Father Girard is convicted of the 
Crimes of Quietiſm, Enchantmenr, Sorcery, Ra- 
viſhmenr, Spiritual Inceſt, Procurement of A- 
bortion, and Subornation of Perjury, is it not a 
violation of all the Rules, that he ſhould be barely 
ſummoned to make his Defence, as if he were 
accuſed of no more than a ſimple riot or breach 
of the peace? Ought not every Sentence to be 
proportioned to the nature of the crime, and of 
the evidence, as directed by the Laws, and par- 
ticularly by the Statute of 1670, according to the 
quality of the crime, of the evidence, and of thoſe 
concerned, the Parties ſhall be ſummoned to a hear- 
ing, enter into a recogniſance for their perſonal Ap- 
pearance, or have their Perſons ſeized. On the 


bare Oath of the meaneſt Peaſant the perſonsof 


Men 
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Men of the firſt Quality have been ſeized for a 
Rape, of which. an hundred inftances might be 
produced; and here a Penitent accuſes. her Di- 
rector of Raviſhment, Spiritual Inceſt, - and ſe- 
veral other horrible crimes, of which he is fully 
convicted in form, and yet he is barely ſummon- 
ed to take his trial: what is, if this be not, a 


mocking of Juſtice? 


But for what reaſon, or upon what pretence 
of it, is Miſs Cadiere obliged to enter into a Re- 
cogniſance for her perſonal appearance? Alas! 
the Plaintiff in an Action of Raviſhment, who 
voluntarily reſigns herſelf and her cauſe to the 
Judgment of the Court, need not, never can be 
ſo treated, unleſs ſhe has the Character of a ſcan- 
dalous Proſtitute; and even then the worſt that 
can be done is to reje& her complaint; and 
wherever any doubt ariſes about her Character, 
the Law preſumes that ſhe would not have 
yielded to the tentations of her Seducer, but by 
the force of violent Solicitations. 
Were Moelinos's Penitents, who gave them- 
ſelves up to his Pleaſure, and whom he deluded 
by his Qnieriſm, involved in his Sentence? was 
not he looked upon as the only Criminal, and 
was not he alone puniſned? In this Caſe the 
Delinquent is ſo much the more criminal, and 
the Plaintiff ſo much the more innocent, that 
in order to ſeduce her he employed not only 
Quietiſm, but Sorcery and Enchantment beſides. 
By means of theſe he firſt entangled her Affections, 
and corrupted her Heart; and then by treachery 
and ſurpriſe debauched her body at a time when 
a fit of poſſeſſion or extaſy had deprived her of 
her Senſes, Of what a complication of villany - 
does this Monſter ſtand - convicted? But with 
what crime can the poor unfortunate young 
Lady be upbraided ? ls it not enough that ſhe is 
for ever diſhonoured? Is it not ſufficient that ſhe 
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is ruined by her Confeſſor's Luft, unleſs ſhe be 
ſacriſiced to his Malice? Unhappy Maid! 
We have now proved the Crimes with which 
Father Girard ſtands charged, and the Innocence 
of Miſs Cadiere by the ſtrongeſt Arguments, and 
the moſt unexceptionable Evidence. It is high 
time for the former to enter into that ſtate of 
ſhame and confuſion, which is the firſt puniſh» 
ment of Guilt; and for the other to be dcli- 
vered out of it, and reſtored to her Liberty; and 
that the proceedings againſt her and all that fol- 
lowed upon them be repealed ; ſeeing the Offi- 
cers of Eccleſiaſtical Juſtice aimed at nothing 
by them, but to ſcreen the guilty and cruſh the 
innocent. This Auguſt Parliament has always 
been the terror of the wicked, and the refuge 
of oppreſſed innocence is it poſſible that the in- 
fluence of the Jeſuits, and their powerful ſolici- 
tations ſhould alter their diſpoſition to juſtice ? 
Is it poflible they can refuſe their protection to 
innocence fo evident, ſo univerſally owned, and 
ſo ſtrongly recommended: by the vexation it has 
endured, and by the juſtice. and importance of 
the Cauſe which it maintains? Tis the cauſe of 
Religion, tis the publick cauſe, which ſhe has 
preferred to her own reputation, If the Crimes 
of this delinquent are ſuffered to go unpuniſhed, 
what muſt become of Religion? what muſt be- 
come of the Sacraments? ' what muſt become 
of the Public? The Sacraments will hence- 
forth be prophaned by wicked Directors with- 
out fear, becauſe they may do it with  impu- 
nity 3 thoſe fountains of divine grace and ſpiri- 
tual ſupport, will turn to ſtones of ſtumbling 
and rocks of offence; the means of Purity 
will become the means of Uncleanneſs, and 
ſnares for unſuſpecting innocence; when maids 
or wives commit their Souls to the direction of 
their Confeſſors under the ſacred guard of Reli- 
gion, inſtead of conducting them in the _ of 
| _ 
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Virtue, they will delude them into the ways 
of Vice. This Court cannot but be ſenſible of 
all rhe dangerous conſequences that may attend 
this affair, and how loudly it demands their ut- 
moſt attention. Your Juſtice is concerned to 
ſecure the intereſt of Religion and the Public, 
and to give peace to the inraged World, which 
impatiently expects your Deciſion. For Fame 
has already ſpread her wings to carry the renown 
and the juſtice of your ſentence to the furtheſt 
extremities of the earth. |
